Three points must be stressed in this confection. The 
first is that Jews are not the only victims of persistent libel, 
and that it is not for them alone that action should or would 
be taken. Our influential Catholic contemporary, The Tablet, 
has frequently been the forum for the discussion of its own 
co-religionists’ grievances, and it once promised that the discus- 
sion should not end in talk. If Jews and Catholics could 
co-operate in presenting the case for strengthening the law 
against community libel, assuming that such strengthening 
should be found necessary, it would be difficult to ignore their 
united plea. Our second point is that opinion overseas, if not in 
this country, is perceptibly moving in the direction of increased 
protection for maligned communities. The Tablet actually 
published the text of an amending Act to the law of libel, 
which was passed by the Manitoba Legislature last year. It 
went on to use these words: “That the new Act is workable 
has been proved by our Jewish friends, who have successfully 
taken action against a Manitoba newspaper for printing inflam- 
matory articles against Jews and for reiterating the discredited 
lie about the so-called Protocols.” So here, it concludes, is 
“a practicable model for Catholic reformers in Great Britain 
to work upon.” In August, 1931, damages were given by the 
Grahamstown Court (South Africa) against three men for the 
publication of a leaflet disseminating the silly fable of a 
Jewish plot for world domination: and during the present 
year, the Jewish community of Berne having brought an 
action against Swiss Nazis for circulating the notorious 
Protocols,” the local Court sentenced two of the accused 
to the payment of a fine and part of the costs, and roundly 
denounced the “ Protocols” as “a trashy forgery.” Further- 
more, Mr. SUMMERFIELD reminds us, countries like ltaly, Spain, 
Switzerland, France, and particularly Holland, all give a larger 
measure of protection to Communities than this country is 
believed to do. Is there not, then, hope that Great Britain, the 
classic home of Liberty, will, when it realises the facts of the 
situation, come into line, and see whether justice cannot at long 
last be done? That brings us to our third and most important 
point—the urgency of the problem. Day by day a stream of 
anti-Jewish abuse pours from street-corner orators or from the

Notes of the Week 


THE lengths to which the social ostracism of the German Jews 
is proceeding are worth noting. Some weeks 
ago, a woman sought legal redress because she 
had been pilloried in Breslau for the “crime” 
of “racial desecration.” She insisted that she 
had had no intimate relations with Jews. But 
the Court ruled that even friendship with a Jew constituted “ racial 
desecration.’ This week another case is reported in which an 
“ Aryan" woman complained that she had been pilloried by the 
STUERMER as a friend of a Jewess. The woman pleaded that the friend. 
ship dated from childhéod days. Butthe Court held that it was an 
obvious “ obligation of honour’ upon a German woman to sacrifice 
personal relationships to ties with her own nation, and accordingly 
refused, without costs, the injunction for which the woman had asked. 
The Nazi code of honour demands that a person should turn her 
back on a life-long friend, not because of any offence given, but 
because the friend happens to be of another race and creed! What 
more damning proof could be given of the mean, vicious and 
destructive anti-social character of the Nazicreed? And how can 
it be maintained that the assertion of such socially disruptive 


principles is no concern of other nations?

On the present occasion it is to be relayed 
to America. Most noteworthy of all, the function 
is to be honuured by the presence of the Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff, Sic Archibald A. Montgomery-Massing- 
berd, G.C.B., K.C.M.G., who will inspect the Parade. It is an honour 
which all Jews, whether in these Islands or the Empire overseas, 
will most profoundly appreciate. But it also lays an obligation on 
every Jewish ex-Serviceman to attend, so that the muster may be 
worthy of so distinguished a visitor. It is tempting to add, in these 
unhappy days when the country rings with aspersions on Jewish 
patriotism, that the muster should also be large, for the reason that 
the function forms a vivid demonstration of the falsity of these 
charges. We would count such appeal undignified and uncalled for. 
British Jewry has no need to “ show its medals.” Its record is there 
for all men of goodwill to see. The Jewish ex-Servicemen will but 
assemble in oneness of spirit with all their former comrades in arms 
—to “remember all men and women of the Empire who gave their 
lives in the Great War,” to beseech for them “ perfect rest’’ in “the 
shelter of the Divine Presence,” and to pray for the time when 


“nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more.” 


THe Deputies took the right course, last Sunday, in agreeing 
to the immediate appointment of an Assistant-

Secretaryship of the Press Committee. It is 
regrettable that none of the candidates inter- 
viewed possessed the requisite Press qualifications. But it seems 
that if we insisted on the ideal secretary for the posts, we should 
wait till the crack of doom. One speaker during the discussion 
held that as two years had already gone by, there was no reason 
why a decision had to be taken forthwith. The argument overlooks 
the increasing anti-Jewish and pro-Nazi propaganda carried on 
in this country. Scarcely a day passes without evidence of this 
sleepless activity reaching this office. “In Defence of Hitler” 
is the title of one address given recently in North Shields. 
Another speaker, at the Carlisle Rotary Club, declared that “it was 
impossible for any Jew to give an unprejudiced account of the 
Hitler regime. (Applause.) There must be a reason,” he added, 
“for nations rising at recurring stages in history against the Jews,” 
and so on and so forth. Clearly this sort of thing cannot be allowed 
to continue without effective counter-steps on the part of Jews. 
We hope that the confidence expressed that the gentleman now 
appointed to the vacant positions will acquire in a very short time 
y the ability to deal with press matters will prove justified, and that 
we may be spared, in future, the continuance of a state of things in 


which eight months can pass without the Press Committee even 
presenting a report to the Board. 


THE Community will learn with annoyance that, according to a 
report presented to the Deputies, no success has 
attended the efforts to put an end to the practice 
of seven days’ trading by some Jewish whole- 
salers in the Houndsditch district. It is only 
right to say that the large majority of this business class do close 
on Saturday when they remain open on Sunday, and that those who 
refuse to fall into line are a mere handful, including, we are 
informed, at least one non-Jewish firm. Indeed, some of the recal- 
citrant minority would drop the seven-day week if there were 
general agreement. But a tiny few, for reasons they no doubt 
consider adequate, refuse to budge, and as the only penalty they 
risk is a trumpery fine under an obsolete Sunday Trading Law, 
there is uothing to invoke against them save the force of public 
Opinion. Surely Jewish firms must realise that their conduct is

From the Rev. J. C. PRINGLE 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisu CHRONICLE 


' Str.—On page 10 of your issue of yesterday (October 25th) you 
ask signatories of the Liberty Restoration League's appeal in THe 
Times of October 2ist to communicate with you, and I write to 
thank you for the opportunity of doing so. Iwas not present in the 
Kensington Town Hall on Monday last. I signed the appeal for the 
simple, perhaps childish, reason, that from my childhood I have 
cherished the detestation of bullies and oppressors which my mother 
taught me—the earliest thrill I can remember was the defeat of 
the bully in “ Tom Brown's School Days.’ Bullies were to me as a 
child what I suppose ogres were to former generations of children. 
Unequal treatment of any person whatsoever on the score of 
profession of the Jewish faith or belonging to the Jewish race 
arouses in me the same indignation that [I felt nearly sixty years 
ago on behalf of the littte boy in the Rugby school playground. 

I sympathise deeply with the apprehensions under which many 
Jewish people are labouring to-day. Will you, therefore, allow me 
space for what perhaps may be styled a crumb of comfort? Mrs. 
Pringle spent ten days last month in a well-known hotel on the 
Italian Riviera with which she has been acquainted for some twelve 
years. She and her friend were the only English-speaking guests, 
and frequently enjoyed the conversation of the Manager, an old 
friend. On the last day of their stay he became very serious, and 
expressed his personal opinions upon some of the crucial issues of 
the hour. Aniong them was this one: “ We love Jews; we welcome 
all religions at all times; we consider the treatment of the Jews in 
Germany to-day disgraceful.”

On the present occasion it is to be relayed 
to America. Most noteworthy of all, the function 
is to be honoured by the presence of the Chief of 
the Imperial General Staff, Sir Archibald A. Montgomery-Massing- 
berd, G.C.B., K.C.M.G., who will inspect the Parade. It is an honour 
which all Jews, whether in these Islands or the Empire overseas, 
will most profoundly appreciate. But it also lays an obligation on 
every Jewish ex-Serviceman to attend, so that the muster may be 
worthy of so distinguished a visitor. It is tempting to add, in these 
unhappy days when the country rings with aspersions on Jewish 
patriotism, that the muster should also be large, for the reason that 
the function forms a vivid demonstration of the falsity of these 
charges. We would count sach appeal undignified and uncalled for. 
British Jewry has no need to “ show its medals.” Its record is there 
for all men of goodwill to see. The Jewish ex-Servicemen will but 
assemble in oneness of spirit with all their former comrades in arms 
—to remember all men and women of the Empire who gave their 
lives in the Great War,” to beseech for them “ perfect rest” in “the 
shelter of the Divine Presence,” and to pray for the time when 


“nation shall not lift up sword against nation, neither shall they 
learn War apy more.” ; 


THe Deputies took the right course, last Sunday, in agreeing

It is 
regrettable that none of the candidates inter- 
viewed possessed the requisite Press qualifications. But it seems 
that if we insisted ou the ideal secretary for the posts, we should 
wait till the crack of doom. One speaker during the discussion 
held that as two years had already gone by, there was no reason 
why a decision had to be taken forthwith. The argument overlooks 
the increasing anti-Jewish and pro-Nazi propaganda carried on 
in this country. Scarcely a day passes without evidence of this 
sleepless activity reaching this office. “In Defence of Hitler” 
is the title of one address given recently in North Shields. 
Another speaker, at the Carlisle Rotary Club, declared that “it was 
impossible for any Jew to give an unprejudiced account of the 
Hitler regime. (Applause.) There must be a reason,” he added, 
“ for nations rising at recurring stages in history against the Jews,” 
and so on and so forth. Clearly this sort of thing cannot be allowed 
to continue without effective counter-steps on the part of Jews. 
We hope that the confidence expressed that the gentleman now 
appointed to the vacant positions will acquire in a very short time 
» the ability to deal with press matters will prove justified, and that 
we may be spared, in future, the continuance of a state of things in 


which eight months can pass without the Press Committee even 
presenting a report to the Board. 


THE Community will learn with annoyance that, according to a 
report presented to the Deputies, no success has 
attended the efforts to put an end to the practice 
of seven days’ trading by some Jewish whole- 
salers in the Houndsditch district.

Detestation of Bullies 


“A Crumb of Comfort” 


From the Rev. J. C. PRINGLE 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisn CHRONICLE 


Sir.—On page 10 of your issue of vesterday (October 25th) you 
ask signatories of the Liberty Restoration League's appeal in THE 
Times of October 2lst to communicate with you, and I write to 
thank you for the opportunity of doing so. Iwas not present in the 
Kensington Town Hall on Monday last. I sigoed the appeal for the 
simple, perhaps childish, reason, that from my childhood I have 
cherished the detestation of bullies and oppressors which my mother 
taught me—the earliest thrill | can remember was the defeat of 
the bully in “ Tom Brown's School Days. Bullies were to me as a 
child what I suppose ogres were to former generations of children. 
Unequal treatment of any person whatsoever on the score of 
profession of the Jewish faith or belonging to the Jewish race 
arouses in me the same indignation that I felt nearly sixty years 
ago on behalf of the littte boy in the Rugby school playground. 

I sympathise deeply with the apprehensions under which many 
Jewish people are labouring to-day. Will you, therefore, allow me 
space for what perhaps may be styled a crumb of comfort? Mrs. 
Pringle spent ten days last month in a well-known hotel on the 
Italian Riviera with which she has been acquainted for some twelve 
years. She and her friend were the only English-speaking guests, 
and frequently enjoyed the conversation of the Manager, an old 
friend. On the last day of their stay he became very serious, and 
expressed his personal opinions upon some of the crucial issues of 
the hour. Among them was this one: “ We love Jews; we welcome 
all religions at all times; we consider the treatment of the Jews in 
Germany to-day disgraceful.”

able to unpart to several generations 
of boys, which has left a iasting unpression upon them. His love for his 
faith, by which he inspired his boys, was gained from Moses Angel, 
Headmaster of the Free School. Mr. Heilbron, as pupil and pupil teacher, 
formed one of a band.of young men who later became teachers, preachers, 
leaders and commniunal workers, and among the last of these who were 
pupils in the °60’s must be numbered Mr. M. Duparc, happily still with 
us. <A large number of Mr. Heilbron’s pupils were the children of 
foreign-born parents, who came to this country in the mass immigration 
in the ‘80's and ‘90's. They had nothing to fear when they learnt 


, that the religious education of their children was in the capable hands 
of Mr. Heilbron. 


I was one of his last pupils, he having retired in 1914, 
after over fifty vears’ distinguished association with the School. Under 
Mr. Heilbron, | was one of the selected Talmud Torah boys who used 
to go from the School to the Great Synagogue every morning for prayers. 
This early interest in the Great Synagogue, encouraged by Mr. Heilbron, 
has continued in my own case without a break. Many of the pupils in 
the evening recreation school were taught their Barmitzvah portions 
by Mr. Heilbron, and one of the things he insisted on was that every 
prospective Barmitzvah had to learn the English translation of the 
portion first, before bemg taught the musical part of it. So thoroughly 
cid he teach us that many were able after Barmitzvah to teach others. 
After his retirement, he was able to continue to use his beneficent 
influence on the pupils of Southdown College, which was owned and con- 
trolled by his daughters, and, as President of the Middle Street 
Synagogue, the Congregation and the children of the religion classes 
benefited by his mpe and sound experience. I had often spoken to 
him at Bnghton. During the Festival of Succoth last year, 1 went to 
see hun im order to make some enquiries about a presentation that had 
been made to Moses Angel at the Free School seventy vears ago, and 
which had found its way back to England from South Africa through 
the present Headmaster, Dr. E. Bernstein. Mr. Heilbron then told me 
that many of his old boys often stopped him along the ‘‘front’’ at 
Brighton or Hove and recalled their happy association with him at the old 
school. He told me that a few years previously a gentleman accosted 
him on the promenade at Brighton, saying: ‘‘Good-morning, . Mr. 
Heilbron.’’ He told him that his name was Jack Lyons and that he 
and his friend Krischewski were both boys in his class at the Jews’ Free 
School. The uncommon name brought some recollection to Mr. Heilbron. 
and Lyons went on to tell him that he had a message for him from his 
friend Krischewski, with whom he had been friendly all his life. This 
is the story that Lyons told: ‘‘During the War, we were in the trenches 
together, and were ordered ‘over the top.” When my friend was shot 
down, he called out: ‘Jack, I feel I am dying; say a prayer with me.’ 
For the moment I was puzzled and said I did not know a prayer for the 
dying. Suddenly there came to my mind Psalm 121 (Esso Einei), which 
had been taught to us by Mr. Heilbron. I repeated it as well as I 
could remember, and with his last breath Krischewski said: ‘Thank you, 
Jack, and should you one day meet Mr. Heilbron thank him for me, 
and tell him I remembered his lessons and the meaning of that beautiful 
psalm.”’ 

Mr. Heilbron told me that he repeated this story to Mr. Samuel 
Gordon, the novelist. Mr. Gordon thought it was a wonderful tribute to 
a schoolmaster, and said he would incorporate the story in one of his 
books. Unfortunately, Mr. Gordon died soon after, without the story 
being recorded by him. I can endorse the late Mr. Gordon’s tribute and 


say that this true story is some indication of the great spiritual happiness 
which Mr. Heilbron’s influence and teaching have brought to many of 
his old pupils. His memory will ever remain a blessing! 


Mr. KARMINSKI 

One of the leading international bankers of his time, Mr. Eugene 
Karminski, passed away suddenly in London on Saturday, at the age 
of seventy-seven. He was a member for many years of the West 
London (Reform) Synagogue, and was buried at the Golders Green 
Cemetery. 

Born in Poland in 1858, the deceased began his professional career 
at an early age, in the service of the Banque Charles Weisweiller, of 
Paris, and afterwards with the Crédit Lyonnais, with whom he passed 
the remainder of his business life. At the age of twenty-nine, he was 


sent from Paris to establish and manage a branch of the Crédit Lyon- 
nais at Barcelona, and during his seven years residence there, he 
was decorated with the Order of Isabella, the Catholic and the 
Portuguese Order of Christ. In 1895, the deceased was appointed 
Manager of the London office of the Crédit Lyonnais, one of the 
outstanding positions of the banking world, and he held that office 
until 1923, after which date he acted as Directeur-Conseil till 1930, 
and as Directeur-Honoraire until his death. His specialised know- 
. ledge was frequently placed at the disposal of the banking and bill- 
discounting world. The deceased was a man distinguished by warmth 
of heart, natural charm and personal magnetism, and he found time 
in his strenuous life for many activities of a social and philanthropic

the Institut Francais, a Trustee of the French Benevolent Society 5), 
an Officer of the Legion of Honour.

- Jews and the Elections 


HE General Election now upon us will revive memories among 
old campaigners of Party fights in “ the good old days ""—a 
phrase, one is glad to say, that has lost a great deal of the former and 
purely sentimental significance. They will tell you, I dare say, that 
the sheer joy of battle has largely gone. The partisan temperature 
has fallen. “Party” is not the fetish it once was. The idea that 
leaders can do no wrong is emphatically discounted. The journalist's 
toast is no longer: ‘ My Party, right or wrong, against the world!” 
Rather, at least sometimes, is it: “ My Proprietor, right or wrong!” 
In fact, there is hardly a Party press at all in the old slavish sense 
of the phrase, and a leader can never be sure of a newspaper's 
loyalty from one day to another. One is tempted to follow 
these interesting developments more closely and to try and 
analyse causes and probable effects. They are surely of no 
small consequence in a democratic state. But they would 
obviously be irrelevant in a newspaper concerned primarily 
with Jewish affairs. Nevertheless, there has always been a certain 
Jewish aspect of every General Election in this country. By this, 
i mean that so long as I can remember, the question of whether 
there is, or ought to be, what is called ‘a Jewish vote” has been 
raised at every dissolution of Parliament, and I have not the 
slightest doubt that it will be raised at the present juncture, too, 
{ myself can remember the time when the theory was still 
propounded that all Jews should vote Liberal. It was inspired 
very largely by feelings of gratitude. Liberals -had been prominent 
in the fight for Jewish emancipation. They were, therefore, entitled 
to Jewish support. But, of course, Liberalism, for so many years 
identified with the advance of popular liberties here and abroad, 
also appealed naturally to a people like the Jews, who had known 
so long the bitterness of oppression. One saw that exemplified, for 
instance, in the great Jewish Liberal leaders in Germany in the 
last century. 


UT both these sentiments soon wore thin. For one thing, it is 
an axiom that there is little gratitude in politics, as the States- 
men who extended the franchise in this country and expected the 
beneficiaries always to vote for them, soon found out. And, in the 
second place, the Liberal Party has lost whatever approach to a 
monopoly of passion for popular liberties it once had, and Tories like 
Disraeli, as well as later Conservative leaders, have been responsible 
for extensive widenings of the franchise. Indeed, there are many 
who would describe Toryism to-day as the Liberalism of yesterday, 
and the present Prime Minister as a true-blue Liberal in his mental 
make-up. The motives, therefore, which actuated some Jews in 
donning the Liberal colours no longer obtain. No Jew votes Liberal 
because Liberals bore such aconspicuous part in enfranchising him. 
And if we are not “all Socialists now,” as Sir William Harcourt once 
proclaimed, at any rate we are all, save a tiny Fascist minority who 
make up for their numerical insignificance by the vociferousness 
of their propaganda, now moved by ‘the spirit of Liberalism in 
modern Democratic Britain. As a matter of fact, it is, I should 
think, certain that Jews have never acted collectively, in the 
interests of any one Party at any Election. A glance through the 
files of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE would reveal that this journal has 
consistently and strongly set its face against any such course. It 
has rightly held, and communal opinion has agreed, that the vote 
given to Jews was intended to be freely exercised. by them as 
citizens only, and that to use it in a sectional manner—and, still 
more unthinkable, to use it for specific Jewish purposes—would be 
to cut away the whole groynd upon which the case for emancipa- 
tion rested. This attitude has been exemplified in practice. Jews 
have figured on both sides of the House of Commons, and in Govern- 
ments of all political complexions. A prominent Jew, Mr. Samuel 
Montagu (the first Lord Swaythling), was indeed elected to 
Parliament by Whitechapel, a largely Jewish constituency, and 
he was succeeded by his kinsman, Sir Stuart Samuel. But when 
these two men passed out of politics, a non-Jew of their Party 
succeeded to the representation of the constituency, and it is 
notorious that the present member, who, again, is a Jew, has to 
meet a clamant Jewish opposition on political grounds. 


y* the neighbouring constituency of Mile End, a Jew, the late 
Mr. Bertram Straus, was successful in one fight but lost two 
others. In Leeds, which also has a large Jewish population, a Jewish 
candidate was defeated at the last election. In the Manchester 
district, with its considerable and active Jewish community, I can 
only remember one Jew being elected, the late Mr. Samuel Finburgh, 
while in one of the Bethnal Green divisions, at the present Elections, 
it seems likely, at the moment, that both the opposing candidates 
will be Jews. And if all this is true of the hustings, it is no less 
true of Jews who are returned to Parliament. There is no Jewish 
se there. So thorough-going is the Jewish members’ divorce 
om sectionalism that, with very few exceptions, they do 
not voice Jewish interests in the House. The fact is that 
Jews are, by nature, individualists of the first order, That, 
and the abiding sense of loyal citizenship, will always be 


fatal to any such theory as a “Jewish vote.” Look at Poland, 
for instance. There, if anywhere, with a Community bowed 
beneath crushing poverty ani half-throttled by taxation and 
discrimination, the temptation to marshal a solid Jewish vote might 
have been expected to prove irresistible. But, no; the party dog- 
fight waxed furiousamong them. If some were for the Government, 
others were against, and at the last elections faction ran so high 
that the Jewish population, one-tenth of the whole, returned 
only a beggarly few to the Polish Sejm. In a word, there is no 
united Jewish vote. There is insufficient Jewish unity, for that 
matter, even on great domestic Jewish questions. Now, as always, 
Jewry-is a house divided. It cannot agree even on a proposal merely 
to come together and consider Jewish sufferings—the World Jewish 
Congress idea. The unscrupulous cads who prate of Jewish 


conspiracies, * Protocols’ and similar stuff are stabbing at shadows, 
and they know it! 


AVING made all this clear, I may be forgiven, I hope, if I ask 
whether the principle of no-sectionalism ought to be treated 
as a rigid rule of politics, never to be departed from in a single 
instance even on the ground of national interest. In days gone by, 
the pocket-borough system, if I remember aright, was excused for 
the reason that it enabled young men of high promise to find a seat 
in Parliament and to give of their great talents to the country's 
cause. If this argument meant anything, it meant that the enlist- 
ment of outstanding abilities in the service of politics could 
be of greater importance on occasion even than the right of the 
population to vote for the men of their own choice. The 
underlying idea was that a Party fight was not everything 
and that there were other ways sometimes of furthering the 
national interests. I mention this as a not irrelevant point, 
though, of course, as a good democrat, I am not for reviving the old 
pocket-boroughs. 
are completely free from sectionalism, or, indeed, ever have been? 
When a prominent railwaymen’s trade urion official contests a 
constituency containing a large numbcr of members of his union, 
does he not appeal to them as a railwayman to railwaymen? When 
a miners’ official stands for a mining constituency and is, as is usually 
the case, elected by a thumping majority, is not the trade connection, 
to a great extent, the operative influence? I seem to remember 
elections in which the appeal of the brewing trade has been very 
much in the foreground. Teachers are represented in the House, 
So is the Co-operative Movement! 


OW take the case of the Jews. There are important problems 

in which they have a special concern. I need refer only to 

the question of Palestine. In this connection, a partnership exists, 
between Britain and Jewry. It is, beyond a doubt, necessary 
therefore, that Parliament should understand the Jewish view- 
point on Palestine developments, as expressed by a Jew who knows. 
And if that be so, ought objection to be raised if Jewish electors, in 
some constituency where they are numerous, helped to provide such 
a mouthpiece? Could such action be construed as narrow, unpatriotic 
and a betrayal of the national trust? That is the question which f 
think deserves some consideration. I put it no higher than that! 
One thing should be remembered. Parliament itself shows no 
impatience or resentment when a Jew presents a Jewish view 
on any subject of direct Jewish concern. There is one Jewish 
member who has been assiduous in stating it. But his non-Jewish 
colleagues, of all Parties, have not protested. They have listened 
to him with respect and sympathy, because they have realised that 
he was not merely seeking sympathy for the Jewish side of a 
problem, but speaking also with a full sense of what the national 
interest demanded. No Jew elected to Parliament would, in fact, 
ever have spoken for his co-religionists without keeping his eyes 
also steadily fixed on the whole country's necessities.

Many former pupils of the Jews’ 
Free School, Bell Lane, will learn 
with regret of the passing of Mr. 
Myer Jacob Heilbron, of Hove. He 
will be principally remembered for 
the fine relynous education he was 
able to umpart to several generations 
of boys, which has left a iasting unpression upon them. His love for his 
faith, by which he inspired his boys, was gained from Moses Angel, 
Headmaster of the Free School. Mr. Heilbron, as pupil and pupil teacher, 
formed one of a band.of young men who later became teachers, preachers, 
leaders and communal workers, and among the last of these who were 
pupils in the '60°’s must be numbered Mr. M. Dupare, happily still with 
us. A large number of Mr. Heilbron’s pupils were the children of 
foreign-born parents, who came to this country in the mass immigration 
in the ‘80's and ‘90's. They had nothing to fear when they learnt 
that the religious education of their children was in the capable hands 
of Mr. Heilbron. I was one of his last pupils, he having retired in 1914, 
after over fifty vears’ distinguished association with the School. Under 
Mr. Heilbron, I was one of the selected Talmud Torah boys who used 
to go from the School to the Great Synagogue every morning for prayers. 
This early interest m the Great Synagogue, encouraged by Mr. Heilbron, 
has continued in my own case without a break. Many of the pupils in 
the evening recreation school were taught their Barmitzvah portions 
by Mr. Heilbron, and one of the things he insisted on was that every 
prospective Barmitzvah had to learn the English translation of the 
portion first, before bemg taught the musical part of it. So thoroughly 
cid he teach us that many were able after Barmitzvah to teach others. 
After his retirement, he was able to continue to use his beneficent 
influence on the pupils of Southdown College, which was owned and con- 
trolled by his daughters, and, as President of the Middle Street 
Synagogue, the Congregation and the children of the religion classes 
benefited by his mpe and sound experience. I had often spoken to 
lum at Brighton. During the Festival of Succoth last year, I went to 
see him in order to make some enquiries about a presentation that had 
been made to Moses Angel at the Free School seventy years ago, and 
which had found its way back to England from South Africa through 
the present Headmaster, Dr. E. Bernstein. Mr. Heilbron then told me 
that many of his old boys often stopped him.along the ‘‘front’’ at 
Bnghton or Hove and recalled their happy association with him at the old 
school. He told me that a few years previously a gentleman accosted 
him on the promenade at Bnghton, saying: ‘‘Good-morning, . Mr. 
Heilbron.’’ He told him that his name was Jack Lyons and. that he 
and his friend Krischewski were both boys in his class at the Jews’ Free 
School. The uncommon name brought some recollection to Mr. Heilbron, 
and Lyons went on to tell him that he had a message for him from his 
friend Krischewski, with whom he had been friendly all his life. This 
is the story that Lyons told: ‘‘During the War, we were in the trenches 
together, and were ordered ‘over the top.” When my friend was shot 
down, he called out: ‘Jack, I feel I am dying; say a prayer with me.’ 
For the moment I was puzzled and said I did not know a prayer for the 
dying. Suddenly there came to my mind Psalm 121 (Esso Einei), which 
had been taught to us by Mr. Heilbron. I repeated it as well as I 
could remember, and with his last breath Krischewski said: ‘Thank you, 
Jack, and should you one day meet Mr. Heilbron thank him for me, 
and tell him I remembered his lessons and the meaning of that beautiful 
psalm.”’ 

Mr. Heilbron told me that he repeated this story to Mr. Samuel 
Gordon, the novelist. Mr. Gordon thought it was a wonderful tribute to 
a schoolmaster, and said he would incorporate the story in one of his 
books. Unfortunately, Mr. Gordon died soon after, without the story 
being recorded by him. I can endorse the late Mr. Gordon’s tribute and 
say that this true story is some indication of the great spiritual happiness 
which Mr. Heilbron’s influence and teaching have brought to many of 
his old pupils.

If this argument meant anything, it meant that the enlist- 
ment of outstanding abilities in the service of politics could 
be of greater importance on occasion even than the right of the 
population to vote for the men of their. own choice. The 
underlying idea was that a Party fight was not everything 
and that there were other ways sometimes of furthering the 
national interests. I mention this as a not irrelevant point, 
though, of course, as a good democrat, I am not for reviving the old 
pocket-boroughs. But can it be said that politics in this country 
are completely free from sectionalism, or, indeed, ever have been? 
When a prominent railwaymen’s trade urion official contests a 
constituency containing a large numbcr of members of his union, 
does he not appeal to them as a railwayman to railwaymen? When 
a miners’ official stands for a mining constituency and is, as is usually 
the case, elected by athumping majority, is not the trade connection, 
toa great extent, the operative influence? I seem to remember 
elections in which the appeal of the brewing trade has been very 
much in the foreground. Teachers are represented in the House, 
So is the Co-operative Movement! 


OW take the case of the Jews. There are important problems 

in which they have a special concern. I need refer only to 

the question of Palestine. In this connection, a partnership exists, 
between Britain and Jewry. 
therefore, that Parliament should understand the Jewish view- 
point on Palestine developments, as expressed by a Jew who knows. 
And if that be so, ought objection to be raised if Jewish electors, in 
some constituency where they are numerous, helped to provide such 
a mouthpiece? Could such action be construed as narrow, unpatriotic 
and a betrayal of the national trust? That is the question which f 
think deserves some consideration, I put it no higher than that! 
One thing should be remembered. Parliament itself shows no 
impatience or resentment when a Jew presents a Jewish view 
on any subject of direct Jewish concern. There is one Jewish 
member who has been assiduous in stating it. But his non-Jewish 
colleagues, of all Parties, have not protested. They have listened 
to him with respect and sympathy, because they have realised that 
he was not merely seeking sympathy for the Jewish side of a 
problem, but speaking also with a full sense of what the national 
interest demanded. No Jew elected to Parliament would, in fact, 
ever have spoken for his co-religionists without keeping his eyes 
also steadily fixed on the whole country's necessities. Parliament 
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realises this, and it is worth recalling here that members have 
sometimes asked, perhaps with a note of contempt in their voices, 
why Jewish colleagues were absent when a Jewish debate was in 
progress. Well, this, as 1 have said, is the point I wish to raise, 
On the general qnestion, I repeat emphatically, there can never be 
any two opinions. Jews must vote as citizens and not as 
Jews. The only question is whether this rule ought ever 
to be modified in special cases. There are many, no coubt, who 
would return a decided “No.” They would jib at any qualification 
of what they consider the salutary policy of “no sectionalism,” 
even though applied in a single constituency. Not a syllable of the 
rule to be changed, not a letter to be dropped! They might have 
good reasons to advance. But I would only quote, on the other 
side, this remark by Captain Harold Balfour, a member of the last 
Parliament, in an article headed “ Responsibility of the Elector,” in 
the current issue of Tur Listener: “ In actual fact, though we do 
elect on an area basis, custom has led certain members to be looked 
upon not only as representing an area, but also as representing 
some particular national interest.’”’ That, I take it, is an admission 
at any rate of the principle of sectionalism, though, in fairness, 
I should cite the writer's further remarks that “ Members, in fact, 
do primarily sit as representing an area and not a trade,” and that 
“this is, on the whole, good.” For myself, | am willing to be 
convinced by the balance of argument.

Einstein “A Great Saint” 
PRESENTATION TO COMMANDER O. LOCKER-LAMPSON 


On Wednesday evening a presentation was made at the Jewish 
Ex-Servicemen’s Legion's headquarters to Commander Oliver Locker- 
Lampson, which took the form of a copy of the British Jewry Book of 
Honour. Lt. Commander R. Goldrich, RN. (retired) presided and made 
the presentation. Previous to the presentation, Lr. CoLone. J. : 
Levey, D.S.O., O.B.E., said that he hoped that early in 1936 their 
Association would be in full swing. 

COMMANDER GOLpRICH then made the presentation, which, he said, 
was purchased by small sums from every member of the Jewish Legion, 
composed of all classes of Jewish ex-Servicemen. 

Mr. Barnetr JANNER, who received a vociferous welcome from the 
men, said he was extremely pleased to be able to associate himself with 
what he believed to be a valuable token of their respect and esteem. 
He thanked Commander Locker-Lampson for the stand he had taken in 
the House of Commons and elsewhere on behalf of the victims of German 
persecution. 

Covonet Levey also paid tribute to Commander Lampson. 

COMMANDER LockerR-LAMPsON, acknowledging the compliments paid 
him by Mr. Janner, said that in England politicians could differ in politics 
and unite in a broad general interest, such as the Cause of the Jews. 
There was not a man in the House of Commons, he continued, who was 
not on their side in this question of the Jews. Let them consider the 
position of Sir Oswald Mosley. To-day he was a nobody, and in 
not one single constituency could he get a vote for any candidate. He 
had betrayed the cause of the Conservatives and of the Labour Party. 

ComMMANDER Locker-LamMpson described a talk he had had with Mr. 
Winston Churchill, who had said to him: ‘* My blood boils at the treat- 
ment of the Jews in Germany.’ Referring to recent foreign affairs, the 
Commander declared that the key to the present situation in the East 
was the Suez Canal, which was won for this country by a Jew and paid 
for by Jewish money. Together with the Suez Canal, he must stress the 
vital importance of Palestine. Not only was it.a home for the Jewish 
people, but it was a pivot for the whole Empire and the one country that 
to-day they must be. vitally interested in. He deplored the fact that 
Tranjordania had been placed under different rule. It was not unpossible 
to get it back and it was important to do so, for with Transjordan 
included in Palestine, the future of the Jews was assured. Jewish under- 
standing and Jewish idealism had made Jews among the finest characters 
he had ever known. If his own name went down to history, it might be 
“because he had been able to look after a certain outcast from the cruellest, 
and most cowardly of persecutions. Professor Einstein was the greatest 
saint he had ever met. Ih the little hut in Cromer, where Professor 
Einstein had stayed with him and which he had named the Einstein Hut, 
he proposed to place the volume which he was honoured to receive from 
them. He hoped he would have strength to continue his fight, which he 
would never cease until the Jews in Germany were safe again.

Address by the Rev. Michael Adler 


A Pre-Expulsion Home for Converted Jews 
The Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.0O, was re-elected President of tho 


Jewish Historical Society of England for the session 1955 36 at th. 


first meeting of the new session on Tuesday evening at the Gustav. 
Tuck Theatre, University College, W.C. 

The Treasurer. Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, who, with the Vice-President. 
and Council, was also re-elected, in proposing Mr. Adler’s re-election, 
said he had now serve’ for a year with great cnergy and distinction. 
Mr. Adler had done yeoman work for the Society. 

The Rev. MICHAEL ADLER said that at the present time there were 
over 650 members of the Society and that during the past twelve mont': 
53 new members had joined. Bat they wanted a good many more if they 
were to continue with their publications, the programme of which they 
had laid down for the coming session. He hoped, therefore, that any 
member who had any friends who would like to join would send in their 
names to either the Rev. Walter Levin or to himself. 

Since they last met in July, continued Mr. Adler, he had been able to 
bring out the second volume of “ Miscellanies.” Referring to the lectures 
that have been arranged for the coming session, Mr. Adler said that 
a»plications for something like 1,000 seats had been received for the 
L wien Wolf Lecture, to be delivered on Monday, November 25th, by Sir 
H orbert Samuel. 

Mr. ADLER then delivered his Presidential Address, taking as his 
subject, ‘‘The Early History of the Medieval House of Converts in 
London.” In the course of his very interesting address Mr. Adler said 
t‘iat upon the site of the Public Record Office in Chancery Lane, London, 
there formerly stood a Domus Conversorum—a royal howe for converted 
Jews. Few were the names of Jews of England on the records who left 
their faith prior to the year 1232, when Henry III founded this institution 
in what was then cajled New Street, by the Temple. From that year, 
until the expulsion in 129), the official documents of the period made 
frequent reference to Jewish men and women who were baptised. Many 
entered the home and became recipients of the royal bounty, the men 
receiving 14d. a day (that was £1 6s. 3d.-per week in modern value) ani 
the women 8d. a week (equal to 20s. to-day). At Merton, the oldest of 
the Oxford colleges, the Fellows receivéd 50s. a year, as compared wit! 
the converts’ inconre of 45s. 7d. The foundation of the Domus was 
in all probability suggested to the king by his clergy—-the king's order 
being countersigned by Peter des Roches, Bishop of Winchester, an: 
William, Bishop of Carlisle. Eng'and, said Mr. Adler, was the only 
country where a king founded a home for converts. By the year 1280) 
in the reign of Edward I the converts reached a total of ninety-seven. 
But many Jews who were baptise did not enter the Domus. 

The lecturer drew attention to a number of men who, like Sir Henry 
of Winchester, after their conyersion, occupied important public positions. 
Roger le Coavers, another ex-Jew, became the King’s Sergeant-at-Arms 
a post of honour and dignity. Another convert who became a soldier 
was Philip the cross-bowman (le Balestier). He was stationed at the 
Tower of London where he was in charge of the Armoury—with the 
special duty of superintending the repair of cross-bows. 

The year 1290 witnessed the exile of English Jewry from these shores. 
The Domus continued to function throughout the middle period of tho 
his'ory of the Jewsin England, and the last inmate entered the Chancery 
Lane Home in the year 1609, in the days of James I. Officially the 
Domus Conversorum was finally abolished by Act of Parliament in 1891.

Appointment of Assistant Secretary 


Press Qualifications Relegated 


Growing Danger of Nazi Propaganda 


TRANSFER AGREEMENT CRITICISED 


A meeting of the Deputies of British Jews was held on Sunday 
morning at Woburn House, the President, Mr. Nevitie J. Laski, K.C. 
(Spanish and Portuguese), presiding. Among those on the platform 
was Dr. Karpf, of the American Jewish Committee. 

Arising out of the minutes of the Special Meeting of the Board, 
that was held recently, at which certain resolutions in connection with 
the latest anti-Jewish legislation in Germany were passed, a member 
asked if the Deputies now officially associated themselves with the 
boveott. “The resolution,” rephed the President, “means exactly 
what the resolution says.” 

The President, after moving votes of condolence with the families 
of the late Chief Rabbi Kook, of Palestine; M. Wislicki, one of the 
elected Jewish members to the new Polish Sejm; and Major Clive 
Behrens, told the Deputies that in accordance with their instructions 
copies of his statement and the resolutions passed at the Special 
Meeting had been sent to the Prime Minister, .the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, the Minister for the League of Nations 
Affairs and the Secretary General of the League of Nations. All of 
these communications had been acknowledged by the addressees, 


Law, Parliamentary and General Purposes Committee 


Me. B. A. Levenson (Liberal Jewish), the Chairman of the Law. 
Parliamentary and General Purposes Commuttee, moved the adoption 
of the Report, in the course of which it 1s stated: 


The Committee recommends that to the end of the present session in April, 
1987. Mr. Charles H. L. Emanuel’s engagement as Solicitor to the Board be 
renewed at an honorarium at the rate of fifty guineas per annum, subject to any 
addition which the Board may approve from time to time in recognition of any 
special services that Mr. Emanuel may have been called upon to render, though 
without any obligation to make any such addition. : 

In connection with the vacant Assistant Secretaryship (a post which is to 
inclade secretaryship to the Press Committee) the position has been twice 
nivertised. None of the candidates interviewed has the special Press qualifi- 
cation sought. Two of them at least possess Other qualities desired for the 
positiory, and academic and linguistic attainments ofa sufficiently high order to 
justify confidence that, after a short period of training, they would acquire the 
necessary capacity to deal with Press matters. The qualifications of one 
candidate in particular commended themselves to the Committee. As his 
appointment may not be in strict conformity with the previous resolution of 
the Board, by reason of his lack of Press experience, the authority of the Board 
for his appointment is necessary. Subject thereto the Committee recommends 
his appointment at a salary at the rate of £400 per annum, with the right in the 
hoard to terminate it at the end of a probationary period of six months. 

The Committee has continued its endeavours to bring about a settlement of 
difficulties in two cases: one concerned with conditions of employment ina 
Jewish firm of manufacturers, the other with the continuance of seven day 
trading by a few Jewish wholesalers in the Houndsditch district. In the first 
case the Committee was successful. In the second case, however, in spite of 
the Committee's repeated approaches, a small number of Jewish wholesalers in 
Houndsditch district have refused to fall into line with the practice of closing on 
Saturday when they open on Sunday, a practice adopted by the large majority 
of Jewish wholesalers in Houndsditch. The Committee feel#it its duty to bring 
this matter to the notice of the Boird in the hope that public opinion may 
induce the traders in question to recognise the danger to the Community as a 
whole, involved in the continuance of their attitude. 

The question of the adequacy of the present law in affording protection 
against the defamation of communities is being submitted to an authoritative 
special Committee under the Chairmanship of Mr. A. M. Langdon, K.C. 

A Committee of Inquiry into the Marriage Law in Scotland is in contempla- 
tion by the Secretary of State for Scotland. In the case of a marriage of Jews in 
Scotland where one of the parties is resident in that country and the other in 
Mogland, it is now necessary for the parties to obtain a Certificate of Prociama- 
tion of Banos from the Session Clerk of a parish church of the Church of 
Scotland. The request has been made to the Secretary of State that the Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, when constituted, shall consider the Board’s request for an 
amendment of the law to remove this anomaly. 


Employers’ Delinquencies 

Mr. Levinson, speaking on the subject of Trade Disputes and 
Sunday Trading, said the situation in Houndsditch, referred to in the 
report, had been extremely difficult to deal with. A considerable 
nuinber of individuals were carrying on a practice which might lead 
to considerable adverse criticism of the Jewish Community. As in so 
tuany other cases, the whole Jewish Community bore the brunt of the 
dverse criticism merited by a few, in this case, it was trading seven 
days in the week. The majority of the persons concerned, were quite 
prepared to alter their practice if all the others would agree upon it. 
One or two, however, were hx Iding out. The only sanction which they 
could ask them to apply was to bring the matter to the forum of 
publi opinion. 

In connection with the appointment of Assistant Secretary to the 
Board and Joint Foreign Committee and Secretary to the Press Com- 
mittee, Mr. Levinson said they had had a considerable number of 
applications, but they had not been able to find amyone possessing 
all those qualifications which were considered to be necessary by some 
members of the Board. He thought the view which the majority of 
the Committee held upon the matter was that before they could 
recommend a candidate they must find somebody who would be a 
thoroughly competent. Assistant Secretary to the Board and to the 
Joint Foreign Committee and a thoroughly competent Secretary to 
the Press Committee. Mr. Guedalla’s view (Mr. Guedalla is the Chair- 
than of the Press Committee) was that they must have someone who 
had. Press qualifications in the sense of Press experience. 
| the many applications that they received, two or three 
were from gentlemen who had some Press experience. But they did 
not find anyone among them who had what he might call Press 
qualifications coupled with the capacity, as they believed, to take 
on the most important duty of Second Secretary. One, however, 
Possessed high qualities of a personal, intellectual character and the 
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intelligence, the education and the mentality to be able to acquire 
in a very short time the necessary capacity to deal with Press matters. 
A long discussion followed. 


Re-Organisations Pitifully Whittied Down 

Mr. Ernest Lesser (United Synagogue), who is one of the 
members of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, said that all the 
members of the Press Committee were behind Mr. Guedalla in the 
matter and thought that it was really pitiful to contemplate how all 
the work which was put in by the Re-Organisation Committee's report 
had now been whittled down. If this recommendation were adopted 
he did not know what remained at all of its labours. 

Mr. Rosert Katz (New Road) thought that the reason why 
they could not find the man with all the necessary qualifications was 
due to “ the paltry salary of £400” a year which they were offering. 

Mr. M. Gorpon Livermay, J.P., the Board’s Treasurer (Dublin 
United), pointed out that the salary offered in the original advertise- 
ment was £600 per annum. If, he added,.the right man were available 
he was convinced that the Board and the Community would not allow 
the question of salary to stand in the way. 

Mr. Harry Samvuets (Limehouse Federation) urged that the 
primary qualification should be Press experience. They were not 
he said, looking for a translator, which was a purely secondary 
consideration. What they wanted was a man with Press experience 
who was also an expert organiser. They had waited for two years 
and he did ndt see why they should come to a decision at that 
meeting. 

In the course of the further discussion, Mr. Isaac Lanpavu (United 
Synagogue), in opposing the proposal, said if they wanted an Assistant 
Secretary, by all means let them make the appointment, but if thes 
wanted a Secretary to the Press Committee, which they were told was 
vital, not only to the Board but to the Anglo-Jewish Community, the 
proposal of the Committee ought to be rejected. 

Mrs. Ercnnouz (Union of Jewish Women) said that in view. 
moreover, of the enormous amount ofework which at present devolved 
upon the personnel of the Board, she urged the Board to make the 
appointment at that meeting. 

The PRestpDENT said that so far as writing to the newspapers in 
the form of letters, articles and corrections was concerned, this was 
done adequately by the instruments to hand. What was visualised by 
Mr. Guedalla and others was large scale propaganda. Now, those two 
functions were entirely different. The Board must not have any 
illusions as to the second. It required an entirely different man from 
the one who could carry out the first function. However optimistic 
the Treasurer might be, there was not the money available to pay 
such a man for work which required genius of a very high order. 
There: was no port im such a man working out schemes unless it was 
possible to carry them out. 


Press Committee's Opposition 

Mr. Morris Myer (Cannon Street Road), who is also a member 
of the Law and Parliamentary Comunittee, said the fact that the Chair- 
man of the Press Committee was oppused to the recommendation, 
was sufficient justification for considering the matter further. He 
moved that the recommendation be referred back to the Comittee. 

The motion to refer the matter back was lost by fifty-seven votes 
to twenty-four, and the sustantive motion was carried. 

Mr. Levinson then told the Board that the candidate appointed 
was Mr. Reuben Crivon, of Dublin University. He was twenty-seven 
years of age and was a man of great academic distinction and possessed 
high testimonials. 

Replying to Rabbi Dr. Samvet Daicues (Leeds Beth Hamedrash), 
who asked for more information on the subject of the protection of 
Communities against defamation, Mr. Levinson said that on the 
small committee that would be appointed in the first mstance with 
power to add to its numbers, they had already received the consent 
of the following gentlemen, to act under the Chairmanship of Mr. 
Langdon, K.C.: Professor Goodhart, of Oxford University, Sir 
Samuel Gluckstein, Major Nathan and Mr. A. 8. Diamond, who had 
agreed to act as Rapporteur. They had already accumulated a great 
mass of matenal which was to be considered by that Committee. 
After this Committee of lawyers had decided upon its report as to 
what the legal position was at present, it was proposed that it should 
amplify its numbers by bringing in members of the Community outside 
the range of lawyers who would help them to give a report which 
represented, not merely the legal position, but the information of 
reputable, responsible and highly-respected members of the Com- 
munity as to what was prudent to do, if anything, in the matter. 

The report was carried.

Mr. Leonarp G. Monrertore, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), 
presented the report of the Joint Foreign Comunittee in the course 
of which it is stated :

Germany.’ This presumably means that a fresh travesty of facts is in course 
of preparation, and a renewed attempt is being made to justify the most 
barbarous persecution based on racial discrimination which the modern age 
has witnessed. 

A recent declaration by M. E. Kwiatkowski, Vice-Premier and Minister of 
Finance in the new Polish Government, in which he outlined the economic 
policy of the Government and its intention to remove obstacies in the Way of 

rivate initiative and to promote economic recovery, has given grounds for 
ope that the Jewish population will be allowed to take an adequate share in 
the work of reconstruction. : 

A report has been received through official channels on the conditions 
of the Boukharian refugees in Kabul, Afghanistan. Transit visas have been 
granted to a namber of refugees and their families who have received immiigra- 
tion certificates for Palestine. The. Boukharian Jews’ Association in London 
has undertaken to guarantee the expenses of these refugees for their journey 
beyond India. 

Mr. Montefiore made sympathetic reference to the death of Mr. 
Arthur Henderson, a former Foreign Minister. Continuing he referred 
to a phrase which occurred in a recent debate in the House of 
Commons and which suggested that Italy was a country where anti- 
Semitism existed. “ Well, we know as a fact,” said Mr. Montefiore, 
“that in Italy anti-Semitism is unknown and that Italian Jews have 
in the past played, and do now play their full part in all their country’s 
activities and that further a considerable number of Jewish refugees 
from Germany are at present in Italy where they are being given 
hospitality.” Also they knew that in those countries where Itahan 
influences were very powerful and where there were also large Jewish 
Communities, especially Austria and Hungary, those influences were 
not to promote and encourage, but to restrain such anti-Semitic 
tendencies as existed. 

Discussing the situation in Germany, Mr. Montefiore referred 
to the many letters which he received from time to time from Christian 
sympathisers up and down the country. Many of them asked what 
they could do to help, and his reply was, to tell their friends what was 
going on in Germany and how nearly half-a-million people were being 
driven every day nearer to despair. 

There was very little they could do to stop the heavily sub- 
sidised German propaganda that* was going on. When they thought 
of how page after page of “ Mein Kampf” was devoted to the foulest 
libel on the Jewish race and Faith, it was awful to contemplate that 


' that ternble volume of hatred was being hawked round at present on 


a German warship. But they could do something to make the facts 
known, and they could do something to show that as the months and 
years went by, their Jewish indignation had not cooled and that 
whatever Jews might forget, no Jew would ever forget the ghetto laws 
of Nuremberg, their instigators and those who framed them. 


Palestine’s Trade with Germany 
Mr. P. D. J. Drutrr (Inter-University Jewish Federation) asked 


. what would be the effect on the outside Community if they were told 


that whereas the bulk of Palestine exports went to Great Britain, 
the bulk of her imports came from Germany? They must not allow 
Palestinian Jewry to sell their heritage for a mess of pottage. 

Mr. Harry SAMUELS, quoting the sentence in the paragraph on 
Germany that “It has been announced that ‘the Jewish question ’ 
is to be the subject of a special study in the recently-instituted 
‘Academy for the History of New Germany,” said_ there 
was no doubt that this was going to be a machine for world 
anti-Semitism. What action, he asked, was Jewry as a whole taking 
to this world propaganda’? In this connection Mr. Samuels pointed 
out that this was the eighth month that they had no report of the 
Press Committee as to its activities, in spite of protests made at that 
Board. It seemed to him that the matter was one which had become 
too big for their Press Committee. 

He would make two concrete suggestions. The first was that the 
time had come when the Board should take the initiative of getting 
in touch with other Communities and see whether an organisation 


could not be set up to deal with world anti-Semitic propaganda which 


would have its permanent staff and the support and knowledge of 
experts. The second was that the time had come for their Press 
Committee to be re-organised. It should either be replaced or be 
strengthened by a committee of experts whether or not they were 
members of the Board. 

Mr. Micuaet Scuirr (United Synagogue) said there was nothing 
real about the Press Committee. 

Mr. I. Lanpav asked the Chairman of the Conjoint Foreign Com- 
mittee whether he was considering the question of the Transfer 
Agreement at present operating between Germany and Palestine. 
He understood at the last meeting of the Board that in some way they 
gave sympathetic recognition to the boycott. Surely it was a lament- 
able fact that when they were striving to induce their co-religionists 
to abstain from trading with Germany they should have a statement 
made of the vast amount of Jewish persons trading in German goods. 

The_PRESIDENT said this matter would come under the Palestine 
report. 

Mr. N. Lazarus (New Road) said that the Palestine Government 
demanded the production of £1,000 by certain immigrants before 
they could enter Palestine, and were they to allow those suffering 
German Jews to remain in Germany and probably lose everything 
they possessed, or were they to enable them to enter Palestine and 


save themselves by taking a part of their possessions in German goods 


which was the only way open to them? 
The report was adopted. 


The Polish Appeal 


Mr. Joseru O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), made a 


statement with reference to the Polish Appeal, which had been working 
under the auspices of the Board. The sum. he said, received to date 
was about £22,000, the number of contributors being something like 
4,000. He was calling a meeting of that Committee on November 
5th. A scheme would be placed before that Body for dealing with 
the sum of £30,000 which he was very sanguine of being able to realise 
within the very near future.

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HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


Righteous in Our Generation 


By the Rey. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A, 
M3, Genesis, chs. 6 vy. 9—11 v. 32 


Comparisons are always odious, says the proverb. There is no 
reason why they should be odious if we preserve our sense of propor- 
tion when we try to institute them. To some natures it seems a 
delight to pronounce the adverse verdict and to allege that nothing 
compares favourably with other times and other conditions. Such 
people will never admit that. human nature striving to express itself 
in its own way is worthy of praise; but they will harp on the lament 
that everything is wrong with their generation, and that in some 
imaginary time (of which they know nothing) things were perfect. 
Here is the case of Noah, a man righteous in his generation, whorn 
the Rabbis discuss, some adopting the view that, as far as his limits 
allowed. he could be classed as righteous; others suggesting that had 
he lived in the time of Abraham or other subsequent worthies such 
a verdict would have to be modified. These are the two ways of 
looking at things, and the former is the better. Surely the ultimate 
test of character is the capacity of man himself and the measure in 
which he uses it. It is idle to expect the standards of one age to 
remain the fixed standards for all ages. And it is a wiser policy to 
work with the material before us and to extract from it the best that 
is possible under the circumstances. If a man like Noah, in an age 
of sinners and rebels, could stand out in defiance of evil and find favour 
in the sight of God to be chosen as the saviour of his generation to 
work salvation, we may call him righteous. Within the limits of his 
knowledge he walked with God, and that is good enough. 

Jewish preaching should avoid the impression that we are all the 
victims of original sin. Judaism holds no brief for the doctrine that 
the first sin of Adam, for which he forfeited the bliss of Paradise in 
exchange for toil on earth and mortality, must ever remain the legacy 
of mankind, never to be thrown off. Even if we, at stated times, 
confess in unison that we have gone astray and sinned in many forms, 
we would not glory in perpetually dubbing oursélves as miserable 
sinners. The Jewish outlook is not expressed by man striving to 
recapture a condition originally lost, but by man striving to attain to 
a condition of perfection never yet held. _We prefer to emphasise the 
inherent possibility for good rather than the inherent tendency to 
evil. And in modern times this means that the appeal to our neigh- 
bour’s virtues and good qualities, rather than the exploitation of his 
failings, real or alleged, is more calculated to produce the righteousness 
of the generation. 


It is to be feared that the general trend of pulpit oratory follows 
the line of attack rather than that of persuasion. This, in part, 
accounts for its comparative inefiectiveness. If it is a privilege to be 
the mediator of religious truths, it 1s no less a responsibility, and one 
that dare not be abused. Continual attack and pillorying defeat the 
object of the pulpit and produce the opposite result. It seems 
axiomatic with so many preachers to start out with the idea that they 
are addressing a multitude of sinners and evil-livers and that they 
inust rail against defections from a standard which they themselves are 
unable to define. Somewhere at the back of their minds lurks a belief 
or imagination that at some time or other everybody was perfect and 
everybody .conformed to a certain standard. This type of preaching 
is merely the indication of the barrén mind, which, for want of know- 
ledge of how to utilise the pulpit to teach the glories of Judaism, must 
have recourse to some form of attack. Apart from the.lack of 
commonsense thus revealed, we miss golden opportunities. For the 
chief requisite of the preacher should be the power and gift of per- 
suasiveness which will enable him to draw men, in Hosea’s words, by 
cords of love. Faults we all have, and often glaring faults; but we 
Jews have also our virtues, which are continually expressing them- 
selves in every form of family and social and communal life; and it is 
from these that the good will come, so that we shall recognise that there 
is also righteousness in our generation. 


Noah was a righteous man in his generation. Every age has its 
own problems and every generation has its own difficulties. This 
truism may be embellished by another, that every age has to cope 
with different conditions. The problem of existence for the Jew is 
ever perplexing, and we do better to mobilise the forces of Jewry at 
their highest, rather than to accentuate their weaknesses. We have 
enough detractors with falsehood and calumny as their weapons to 
drag us down. If we have our virtues, we had better fasten upon 
them and extract from them all we can to raise the general tone of 
Jewish life. Let the pulpit for a change seek to portray the Com- 
munity at work in its various ways; let it proclaim its message of 
thanksgiving for all the vast volume of charitable, educational, social 
and religious endeavour which engulfs the time and energies of so 
many young and old; let appreciation of what men and women do 
stimulate others to follow their example. If we speak to the heart 
of Jerusalem, as the prophet expresses it, we shall be more successful 
in winning hearts and souls for God. And by making men recognise 
the good in themselves and their potentialities for uplifting the soul 
of their people we shall not repel them from the religious life of the 


Community; we shall rather draw them to us, and together we shall 
repair the breaches of the house,

“BUYING” THE JEWS OUT 


Liquidation or Confiscation ? 


Dismissal of “ Non-Aryan” Employees 


EMIGRANTS AND THE PURCHASE MONEY 


Apparently under instructions from their Governments, American 
and British diplomatic representatives in Germany have started to 


§ compile facts and figures on the ousting of Jews in Germany from 


commerce and on.the forced liquidation of Jewish property, says the 
Jewish Telegrahpic Agency. Foreign diplomats in Berlin do not hesi- 
tate to express their expert opimion that what is taking place in 
Germany to-day is not hquidation but confiscation of Jewish property. 

According to authentic reports received from many cities, the 
Advisory Offices, established by the German Labour Front to assist 
“ Arvans ” to take over Jewish firms and Jewish real estate, are simply 
kee ping the Jewish population terrorised by sending threatening 
letters to local Jews warning them that it would be better to transfer 
their property to “ Aryan” hands at once and through the mediation 
of the Labour Front offices. These offices are actually fixing the 
prices which the Jews are forced to accept for their property, and the 
price fixed (according to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency) is usually 
between ten and fifteen per cent. of the actual value of the property. 

In this way hundreds of Jewish stores and buildings have passed 
out of Jewish hands during the last two weeks to those of “ Aryans,” 
and the process ts still continuing on an ever-growing scale. 

There have been cases where Jews who refused to sell out to 
“ Arvans ” were arrested several tunes until they had no other option 
but to agree to sell their property to “ Aryans.” Such was the case 
of the large Jewish radio concern “Nora,” whose owner, Herr Aron, 
was taken into custody three times before he finally agreed to give 
up his concern, 


Firms taken over by “ Aryans” are under instructions first of all 


to disnuss all Jewish employees, no matter how long they have served 


the concern. This action 1s justified even in the courts, as can be seen 
by a report in the German Press on Saturday from Frankfort-on-the- 
Mam. The report states that the Labour Court in that city has 
rejected the complaint of a Jewish employee who had been in employ- 
ment for fifteen years and had been dismissed on the sole ground that 
he was a Jew. The court im its verdict declared that it cannot be held 
against any firm to-day that it dismisses employees because they are 
‘Jews. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Agency states that it is expected that 
the diplomatic representatives in Berlin, who are now making a survey 
of the Nazi methods of hquidation of Jewish property, will point out 
in the conclusions they submit to their respective Governments that 
the anti-Jewish economic measures are affecting the economic stability 
of Germany, and provoke the question whether under such circum- 
stances Germany can be entrusted with foreign credits. 

An article in General Goering’s newspaper, the NaTIONAL ZEITUNG 
of Essen, suggests that Jewish owners who sell and go abroad should 
be compelled to leave behind a proportion of the proceeds of the sale 
us a guarantee for possible claims against them by any disappointed 
“ Aryan” buyers. The eighty per cent. forfeit which the Jew who 
wants to take capital out of the country must already pay to the State 
is apparently not enough. 

Dr. Nonnenbruch, economic editor of the official VoELKISCHER 
BeosacnTer, also writes on the subject, and proposes that all “non- 
Aryan” employees should, immediately after purchase of the business, 
be replaced by “ Aryans.” . 

Proposals have also been made by Dr. Franz Heyler, the head of 
the Retail Trade Econgme Group, which are designed to prevent Jews 
who have been forced at of other walks of life entering into trade. 
His scheme is a tightening up of the “ Aryan ” qualifieations by making 
* political reliability ” a condition of the opening of new businesses. 
To obtain the necessary permission to open, a firm would have to 
guarantee not to deal with Jews in any way whatever. 


BRITISH JEW ARRESTED 


Successful Government Intervention 


CAN RACIAL LAWS APPLY TO ENGLISHMEN? 


The question whether the Nuremberg racial laws can apply to 
foreign Jews in Germany has been raised by the arrest for “ racial 
desecration ” of Rudolph Selz, a British subject, in Munich. 

Mr. Selz, aged fifty-nine, is a Jew of German birth. He became 
& naturalised Englishman in 1912 and fought for England in the 
War. For the last thirteen years he has lived in Munich. Heis a 
mechanical engineer, and till the end of last year was the Munich 
representative of a London newspaper. He is said to have been 
intimate with an “ Aryan” woman, and was arrested by the political 
police on October 19th under Article IL of the Nuremberg laws. 
These laws “for the protection of German blood and honour,” make 
intercourse between a Jew and an “Aryan” woman an offence 
punishable with two years’ imprisonment. 

_ News of his arrest reached the British Consulate indirectly, after 
his request to communicate with the Consulate had been refused, 


— 


and Captain C. J. Phillips, the Vice-Consul, was permitted to visit 
him in the Neudeck prison when he had been there for nine days. 
The Consulate thereupon informed the British Embassy in Berlin, 
which immediately took the matter up with the German Foreign 
Office. 

An important point of international law was at issue. The 
Munich authorities admitted the status of Mr. Selz as a British 
subject, but held that the Nuremberg laws were nevertheless 
binding upon him. If this attitude was supported by the German 
Government, it would involve the grading of British and other 
foreign subjects into different classes and their treatment 
accordingly—a principle repugnant to English law and one that 
no British Government would easily accept. 

It was not surprising, therefore, that the German authorities 
decided to avoid the issue by releasing Mr. Selz. This they did at 
at S o'clock on Tuesday morning. As he walked out of prison, how- 
ever, he was re-arrested and taken to police headquarters in 
Ettstrasse. The British Consul-General was informed neither of the 
release nor of the re-arrest, but eight hours later he managed to 
obtain information from the Bavarian Government to the effect that 
Mr. Selz was now being detained pending an enquiry as to whether 
he should be deported. Presumably the police charge under the 
Nuremberg laws is to be dropped. But Mr. Selz is still in prison. 
On Wednesday the Consul protested against his continued detention. 


IT MUST NOT BE KNOWN 
That Jews Died for Germany 


The Ministry of Propaganda has issued arf order forbidding the 
inscription of the names of fallen Jews on memorial tablets and 
monuments to Germans who were killed in the War. In the course 
of a letter to Tue Times on the subject, Viscount Cecil of Chelwood 
writes : 

“It mayebe useless for anyone in this country to protest against 
such an attitude by one of the most powerful members of the com- 
munity of nations. Yet it does seem right to say that, while the 
German Government persists in action of this kind, it ts inpossible 
for Germany to recover the sympathy and respect of the average 
Briton.” 

An open letter on the subject has been addressed to the Press 
of Vienna by General Franz Weihs-Tihanyi von Mainprugg, a distin- 
guished Austrian soldier. “I cannot believe,’ he writes, “that the 
author of this shameful idea has himself fought side by side with these 
comrades and learnt from experience what they have endured and 
performed .... As a true Catholic, an Austrian officer and member of 
an old Austrian military family,” he says, he is “ full of horror at a 
measure “which kills the dead a second time and deprives their 
survivors of the last comfort—the gratitude of the beloved Fatherland.” 


“FULL-JEWS” AND WINTER RELIEF 


Statement by Berlin Community 


The following statement has been issued by the Board of the 
Berlin Jewish Community with reference to the German ofhicial news 
agency's denial that Jews are barred from winter reliet : 

“ After the close collaboration in 1933 and 1934 between the Jews 
and the Board of the winter relief campaign of the German people, 
it was announced about a fortnight ago that this year the participation 
of the Jews in the winter relief campaign is not to take place. After 
this anouncement, negotiations took place between the central charit- 
able organisations athhated to the Reichsvertretung der Deutschen 
Juden and the Board of the winter rehef campaign of the German 
people. During these negotiations it was made clear that the Jews 
in Germany were not desired to take either an active or a passive part 
in the winter relief campaign. The Jews, however, are to be permitted 
to organise their own winter relief activities for the Jews in Germany. 
The Board of the winter relief campaign of the German people has 
promised us that we would get the customary relief tickets. 

“ After making further enquiries, the Board of the Berlin Jewish 
Community has been authoritatively informed that all the Jews who, 
under the present laws, are known as ‘ full-Jews’ are excluded from 
taking either an active or a passive part in the general winter relief 
campaign.”

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HE KISSED A GIRL 
And “Insulted the Whole German Nation” 


For kissing an “Aryan” girl, a Jewish War veteran in 
Hildesheim, after spending eight days under “ protective” arrest, 
has been sentenced to thirty days’ imprisonment. The girl testified 
at the trial that she had not objected to being kissed. The court, 
however, ruled that “by kissing an ‘Aryan’ girl, the Jew insulted 
not only the girl, but the entire German nation.” 


“ON ACCOUNT OF OFFICIAL PRESSURE” 
Jewish Employees Dismissed 


The FRANKFURTER ZeEITUNG quotes a letter written by a linen 
factory in Thuringia to its representative in Bremen informing him 
that “on account of official pressure we are forced to dismiss all our ‘non- 
Aryan’ employees and representatives by December 31, 1935.” The 
firm suggested that its representative might still be employed by them 
if he took on an “ Aryan” name, but this deception was discovered 
and exposed by the local Labour Front. 

There is reason to believe that this official pressure, with the 
object of driving all “ non-Aryans” out of “ Aryan” employment by 
the end of this year, is widespread, and that it is being used in the hope 
of avoiding the issue of a public decree, which might offend foreign 
opinion. 


RACIAL PRINCIPLES IN TRADE 
Breslau Court Decision 


The conception that in economic life in Germany the application 
of political and “racial” principles is fully justified is given legal 
sanction by a recent decision of the Breslau Court, which has just been 
published by the German economic weekly WiTSCHAFTSRECHT. 

“After the National Socialist Revolution which has been caried 


' out in a legal way and has been accepted by the overwhelming majority 


of the German people,” the verdict states, “the National Socialist 
principles ought to apply also to the legal conceptions of fair. trade 
competition. This is’ true above all in economic life, where alien 
commercial ideas and alien commercial undertakings are to be elimin- 
ated even if their elimination means the economic ruin of these alien 
elements. That is why the former Liberal conception that the, racial 
origin of a competitor must not be used as a means of competition 
against him, because it is not the businessman but his merchandise 
that is offered for sale, is to be regarded as no longer applicable.” 


A COURT OF JUSTICE 
. Dresden Gives Jews Their Legal Rights 


German publishers have no right to destroy the works of Jewish 
authors which they can no longer sell, according to a decision of the 
Dresden Court. “Since the author is a Jew,” the decision of the court 
runs, “it is to be conceded that it is no longer possible to sell his 
works. It may be that the publisher, in accordance with a recent 
decision of the Munich High Court, is to be considéred as freed from 
his contract, but that does not give him the right to destroy the 
remainder of the works of the Jewish author. On the contrary, the 
publishing house has to take care of the volumes which are still in 


its 7" yan and must not dispose of them to the detriment of the 
author.’ 


The Jew Who Joked 


_” Kurt Gottschalk, a shop assistant in Halle, told his customers a 
joke. He was arrested for it, and the court found that the joke was 
“a slander on two of the faithful helpers of Herr Hitler.” The court 
added : “ the fact that he is a Jew necessitates more severe pumshment 


than would ordinarily be the case.” He was therefore sentenced to 
eight months’ imprisonment.

have been erected on the Kurfiirstendamm, the most fashionable 
part of the City of Berlin, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. A 
poster showing a completely stripped Jew with the inscription: “ That 
is how the Jews will be forced to leave Germany ” is also displayed 
on the Kurfiirstendamm, directly opposite the famous Memorial 
Church. It has attracted- much attention, particularly among

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THE OLYMPIC GAMES 


For and Against in America 


Mr. Brundage is Emphatic 


An unqualified statement that the United States will take part in 
the 1936 Olympic Games in Berlin was given in Chicago last week 
by Mr. Avery T. Brundage, former President of the Amateur Athletic 
Association and head of the American Olympics Committee. 

Mr. Brundage attacked the movement against American participa- 
tion in the Games, which is headed by Mr. Jeremiah T. Mahoney, 
President of the A.A.U., and asserted that attempts to boycott the 
Games were being fomented by organisations and individuals with 
“red connections.” “The Olympic Games belong to the athletes, 
not the politicians,” Mr. Brundage declared. “ Knowing the temper 
of the true sports leaders and amateur athletes of this country who 
are unanimous on this subject, I say positively that there will be 
teams representing the United States in the 1936 Olympic Games.” 
Mr. Brundage further revealed that the American Olympic Committee 
is to supplement his statement with a pamphlet issued to correct 
* misinformation ” disseminated in the United States. 

It may be remembered that Mr. Brundage, following a visit to 
Germany in the summer of 1934, denied that there were then any 
discriminations against Jewish athletes and insisted that there were 
no grounds for allegations that Nazi discriminations against Jews 
violated the Olympic sports code. The final decision on the question 
of American participation is not in the hands of the American Olympic 
Cormmittee, however, but in those of the Amateur Athletic Association, 
without whose official sanction no amateur athletes can take part in 
contests. Several regional associations of the A.A.U. have already 
instructed their delegates to the national A.A.U. convention in New 
York in December, to vote against sending American teams. This is 
the meeting at which the final decision will be taken. 

The Deutsche Nachrchten Bureau (German News Agency) 
reported this speech as an official decision of the American Olympic 
Committee to participate m the Games, but the following day it with- 
drew the report and asked the Press to contradict it. 


Hostages for Helen Mayer? 


Helen Mayer, the German Jewish fencer who was expelled from 
her local fencing club in Germany on the sole ground that she was a 
Jewess and who has since been living in California, has accepted the 
German Government's invitation to her to represent Germany in the 
Olympic Games. General Sherrill who, when in Germany as a member 
of the International Olympic Committee, was instrumental in the 
issuing of the invitation, now declares that the invitation and accept- 
ance are “ proof that Jewish athletes are not discriminated against in 
Germany.” ‘Fhose of us who have studied Nazi methods a little 
deeper cannot help feeling that the key to Fraulein Mayer's .accept- 
ance is the fact that her famuily is sfill in Gertnany at the mercy of the 
Government. 


American Methodists Urge Boycott 


The movement in the United States to boycott the Games is 
still gathering force. The National Council of Methodist Youth has 
petitioned the American Olympics Committee either to obtain a change 
in the seat of the Games or to withdraw from participation. The 
Council has also addressed an open letter to Church leaders all over the 
States calling upon them to urge their parishioners to boycott the 
Games. The Baltimore City Council, by a majority of eighteen to one, 
has passed a resolution urging withdrawal “in view of the evidence of 
racial discrimination.” 

_ Against this, the American Olympic Committee has already booked 
passages for three winter sports’ teams on the U.S. liner “ Manhattan,” 
which leaves for Germany on January 3rd. The winter sports are 
scheduled to be held at Garmisch-Partenkirchen, in the Bavarian Alps. 
The local arrangements will, no doubt, include the temyporary removal 
of certain noticeboards which were erected a few months ago. The 
wording on the boards is: “Jews must not enter this town.” 


More Discrimination in Germany 


Further news of discrimination against Jewish athletes in Germany 
comes from Stade, near Bremerhaven, where the Town Council has 
issued regulations forbidding the letting of gymnasiums to clubs that 
have not adopted the “Aryan” Paragraph. In Hamburg, the forma- 
tion of a new Jewish tennis club to be called “ Tennisclub 1935,” has 
been prohibited by the police on the ground that “ its formation is in 
contradiction to the general line regulating Jewish sport organisations,” 
which allows continuance of existing clubs but does not provide for the 
formation of new ones.

It must be emphasised 
that certain foreign newspapers have distorted a tragic incident, which 
occurred on a sporting occasion and which had absolutely no political 
significance, into a sensational slander campaign against German con- 
duct at international sporting events.” 

The actual facts of the murder, how Baumgartner was killed 
because he attended a football match from which Jews were excluded 
at Breslau, were reported in Tue Jewisn CHronicie last week. They 
were brought to the notice of Dr. von Hoesch, the German Ambassador 
in London.

Ix commemoration of the bicentenary of the Revocation of the Edict 

of Nantes, Professor Dr. Theodore Schott, of Stuttgart, has written 
a work on behalf of the German Society for the History of the 
Reformation, wherein he describes the reception which the fugitive 
Huguenots met with in the Protestant countrnes of Europe. In 
the chapter on the Netherlands, there 1s an interesting passage, 
illustrating the sympathy of Jews for those who, like themselves, 
had suffered so bitterly for liberty of conscience. Speaking of the 
money gifts, which were lavishly bestowed on the refugees, Dr. 
Schott observes: “‘ These came likewise from a quarter, whence 
such help had by no means been expected. Thus the Jews in 
Amsterdam alone gave 40,000 florins.” When it is remembered 
that two centuries back money was of far greater value than it 
is at present, we may form an idea of that great sacrifice made for 
the persecuted Huguenots by the Jews of Amsterdam, who had 
not yet been established in that city for a period of one hundred 
years. 

‘The 250th anniversary of the settlement of the Hugu nots in Prussia 
has just been celebrated. It is ironical that such a celebration should be 
held in a country that ia driving out the Jews just as the French drove out 
the Huguenots 250 years ago. It is generally admitted that the loss to 
France through the expulsion was considerable. | 


Bread, Meat and Coal Society 
Election of New President 


FAMILY’S ASSOCIATION FOR FIVE GENERATIONS © 


The Annual Meeting of the Society for Distributing Bread, Meat 
and Coal amongst the Jewish poor during the winter season, was held 
on Thursday in last week at 29, Cambridge Square, the residence of Sir 
Meyer Spielman, the President of the Society, who'presided. The Society 
was founded in 1779. | 

The Annual Report states that last season, through the liberality 
of the public, the Society was able to issue 48,806 tickets to its con- 
tributors and charitable institutions; this was the largest amount ever 
issued. Contributors last year placed 7,517 out of the 29,980 tickets 


at the disposal of the Distribution Committee, which that Committee 


allotted. 

The CHAIRMAN, in presenting the Annual Report, announced that he 
did not propose to stand for re-election again as President and that his 
successor would be Mr. Edward A. Joseph, who had acted as Hon. 
Secretary of the Society for many years. Tickets, said the Chairman, 
to the value of £2,440 had been distributed last year. They had never 
exceeded that amount. The Society owed a great deal to its Honorary 
Secretary, Mr. Edward Joseph, who had kept up the family traditions 
and trained his sons in the work, one of whom was going to take his 
father’s place as Honorary Secretary. The Chairman also paid tnbute 
to the work of the Treasurers and of Mr. I Abrahams the Secretary. 

Mr. Puiuir 8. WALEY, in seconding the adoption of the report, said 
that they were all greatly indebted to Sir Meyer Spielman for the 
spendid services he had rendered to the Society as President over a long 
period of years. He moved a resolution expressing deep appreciation of 
the eminent services Sir Meyer had given as President for twenty- 
three years. 

Mr. R. M. SrrecMan presented the Accounts. 

Mr. Ernest M. Conen said that they ought to resume their old 
principle of funding their legacies. 

Mr. Putte WALey said that they could do a great deal more vear by 
year by spending their legacies. He hoped that the policy adopted some 
on | years ago would continue. 

@ CHAIRMAN supported Mr. Waley’s remarks. 

The report and accounts were adopted. 

The Chairman proposed the election of Mr. Edward A. Joseph as 
President and Mr. Pattie WALgey, in seconding, said he believed that the 
life of the Institution very largely depended on the Joseph family which 
had carried on from generation to generation that very useful work. 

Mr. Epwarp Josern, who then presided for the remainder of the 
hgaanc ripe after returning thanks for his election, said that no words of 
us could adequately convey to them what the labours and energy of Sir 
Meyer Spielman had done to bring the Society to its present high 
standing. It was an interesting coincidence, now that the charity was in 
its 156th year, that its President should be related to its past Honorary 
Officers. His (Mr. Joseph’s) great-grandfather was a contmbutor in 1786. 
His grandfather was President in 1819; his father was President in 1895, 
and forty years after was succeeded by his son. The records showed 
that the Joseph family had held honorary offices continuously since 1875. 
His own connection with the Society started officially in October, 1894, 
when he was elected a member of the Committee, and in 1907-he was 
appointed which position he had held for twenty- 
eight years until that evening.

Tenth Anniversary of Dedication 


MR. NEVILLE LASKI’S INSISTENCE UPON UNITY 


On Sunday. the Liberal Jewish Congregation celebrated the tent}, 
anniversary of the dedication of the present Synagogue in 8t. John’s 
Wood Road, N.W. A special service was held, followed by a luncheon 
in the Synagogue hall. The service was conducted by Rabbi Dr. I. |. 
Mattuck. the Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, Dr. Claude G. Montefiore and Mr. 
Leslie Edgar. 

In his address, Dr. Matruck, speaking on ‘“The Task of Religion,’’ 
said that, though the occasion seemed to call for a review of the achieve. 
ments of the Synagogue during the past ten years, he would speak rather 
of the present and the future. The increase in their membership and 
the extension of their activities, though important in themselves, only 
became really significant in so far as they served a purpose. What was 
that purpose? The answer was not new. The purpose of every 
Synagogue was to bring God to man and man to God, under the inspira - 
tion of the Jew’s faith and by the guidance of Jewish cone Religion 
to-day—all organised religion—faced special difficulties. «first of 
these was a modern kind of antagonism. The attitude of the man who, 
as the Psalmist put it, ‘‘said in his heart, there is no God,’’ had to-day 


become militant, and there were many who sought, as did Communists 


in Russia, to impress their denial of God on all men. 

But not all antagonism to religion was of the active kind. Thero 
was the negative kind—of indifference to God—and it was an attitude 
even more dangerous to religion than active antagonism. Besides these 
two kinds of opposition which it was the task of religion to fight, there 
was another and newer force to combat—modern nationalism, which, too, 
was conducted sometimes openly and sometimes insidiously. In

Germany, religion was attacked and the worship of the State substituted 
for it. There could never be any reconciliation, much legs any harmony, 
between the worship of a State with a Dictator at the head of it and 
the worship of God as ruler of the Universe. And in this country, 
though we had not this nationalism in such an extreme form, there was 
another kind which insidiously usurped in men’s lives the place that 
belonged to God. For was it not. true that there were more people 
who were willing to sacrifice for the nation’s interests than people willing 
to sacrifice for God's righteousness? 


Achieving a Better World | 


Now, both anti-religious Communism and anti-religious nationalism, 
continued Dr. Mattuck, promised man a better world. Religion had 
a better right than either of them to promise man a better world. 
Social reform was one of the tasks which religion must not neglect, and 
in that task every place of worship, every Congregation, whether large 
or small, had to take its place—none might sa What are we that 
we should take upon our small shoulders the weight of so heavy a task’ 
For the power of religion in the world depended upon the accumulation 
of force rising from the heart and mind of the individual, and expressing 
itself in the lives of the Congregation. 

Presiding at the luncheon, Dr. C. G. Monrerrore said that he counted 
first among their achievements at the Liberal Synagogue that they had 
made a number of lukewarm and indifferent Jews keen and eager Jews. 
Secondly, the Synagogue had been the means of putting before the 
sublic in England, Jewish and non-Jewish, the cause of Liberal Judaism. 
rhirdly, they had been the means of establishing the other Liberal Jewish 
Synagogues. Dr. Montefiore welcomed the presence of Mr. Neville 
Laski, K.C. 

Mr. Laski said he was glad to have accepted the invitation to 
attend the celebration. Whatever point-of view one might have as to 
religious faith and its width and implications, whether one be Orthodox, 
Reform or Liberal, one was still a Jew. It was important in these days 
to insist 4 eq unity, and, in so far as any significance might attach to 
the office he held, he hoped his presence there might help such unity. 

The Rev. H. F. Reinhart and Dr. Mattuck also spoke.

DELEGATE CONFERENCE MEETS 
{From our Correspondent] 


Lt.-Col. C. Waley Cohen, C.M.G., President, and Mr. Barnett 
Janner, Vice-President, were present at the Quarterly Confer 
ence held last week at Absa House, offices of the Order Achei Brith 
and Shield of Abraham. Mr. Percy Cohen, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee, sent an apology for his inability to be present owing 
to the pressure of Election work in which he was engaged. 

Mr. I. Shafran, Chairman of the Home Committee, who had to leave 
the Conference owing to urgent Election duties, expressed gratitude to the 
President for rendering a report on affairs at the Birchington Convalescent 
Home at the outset of the proceedings. Mr. Shafran announced that the 
House Committee had decided to convene a special meeting of the Govern- 
ing Body early in December in. order to submit important financial 
recommendations. 

The President congratulated the movement on its wonderful response 
to the Polish Appeal. Builetins had been despatched setting out exactly 
what had been done and urging everyone to do his utmost to obtain the 
required result. He wished to congratulate the Achei Brith on the renova- 
tious which had been made to their Hall, and expressed disappointment 
that he was not able to visit the Shoyswell Home in July last. 

Mr. J. F. Sager, Vice-Chairman of the Executive Committee, in 
moving the Report, said that the Executive had accomplished a great 
deal of work since the May Conference. It had concentrated on the 
50.000 Shillings Fund for Polish Jewry, and secured a response which 
augured well for the eventual attainment of their objective. THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE had already published details of how the first £1,000 was 
secured. No doubt many Orders and Societies had monies in hand, and 
he hoped that they would forward the instalments as soon as possible. A 
special word of praise was due to the Achei Brith for the excellent way 
in which the Appeal had been supported, and he was sure that other 
Orders woul emulate this example. Thespecialist scheme for provincial 
members was at workin Manchester. Action was also being taken on 
similar lines in other centres. Steps had been taken to adjust the 
finances of the consultant and nursing schemes, owing to the increasing 
demands fow facilities and the restricted income at the Association's 
disposal. The necessary support for a Friendly Society Orphanage not 
being forthcoming, the Executive had resolved to abandon the project. 

After Mr. 8. J. Lampel (Hebrew Austrian) had seconded the adoption 
of the Report, Mr. W. Warshawski (West End Radom) said ‘that 
independent Societies were making magnificent efforts to further the 
objects of the Polish Appeal.. Mr. M. Goldberg ‘Western Great Warsaw) 
urged that the Independent Societies. should be given explicit 
information as to how they stood under the consnitant and nursing 
schemes. Mr. S. C.. Gordon (Achei Ameth) considered it invidious 
to single out-one organisation for praise in connection with the Appeal, 
as all.the Orders and Societies were going to do their best. The only 
workable method in dealing with the consultant scheme was a fixed 
charge per case, not the allocation of quotas to Orders and Societies 
beyond. which excess fees were chargeable. Mr. Barnett Janner, 
said thatthe Association had made an exceedingly good start with its 
campaign in aid of distressed Jewry in Poland. He proceeded to give an 
interesting survey of the situation confronting Polish Jewry, and urged 
that no efforts be spared to help their co-religionists in their present 
desperate plight. Mr. Janner also made an impressive appeal for 
increased support and interest in connection with the Zionist movement. 

In his reply to questions raised during the discussion, Mr. Sager said that 
full details of the fees payable under the consultant scheme would shortly 
be circulated. In his opinion, the revised figures were the best that could 
be devised for the ensuing year, having regard to their responsibilities. 

Consideration was, resumed on the question of nominating representa- 
tives to serve on the Jewish Representative Council. Col. Waley Cohen 
said that this body was doing its work ii an excellent manner and its 
activities were having considerable effect... The decision was in the hands 
of the Conference. After Alderman A. Kershaw, J.P., and Messrs. 8. C. 
Gordon, M. Goldberg 8S. Binderman, I. Madenberg, A. Schildkraut and 
J. Slutsky had spoken, Mr. J. Dight (O.A.B.) suggested that a decision 
be deferred, in view of the likelihood of getting unanimity at the next 
Conference. The President having supported the suggestion to adjourn 
the decision to the Annual Conference, the proposal was carried on a yote.

“Palestine and Social Hygiene’

SERIOUS GAPS IN THE HEALTH SERVICES 


Dr. Israel Feldman lectured on “ Palestine and Social Hygiene,” at a 
meeting of the Anglo-Palestinian Club, at Duchess House, 18-19, Warren 
Strget, Tottenham Court Road, W.1, on Wednesday evening. Dr. M. D. 
Ede presided, 


Dr. Feldman said he was very much afraid that other developments 


in Palestine had definitely outpaced the health services that were at the 
disposal of the general population. Hospital accommodation was tragic- 


ally, and medical services generally entirely, inadequate. They must 
recognise this sad deficiency. The marvel of it was that the health of the 
general population remained as good as it did in spite of this dearth of 
adequate medical services. There was not a single sanatorium in Pales- 


tine, he said, and so far as social hygiene was concerned, there was- 
nothing at all organised at the present time in Palestine which bad to 
do either directly or indirectly with social hygiene. He also revealed 
that there were no special clinics fot dealing with venereal dis 
eases in Palestine. Also there were definite Iunatics in Palestine 
who had been certified and who, because of absence of official 
. accommodation, were walking the streets or were being con- 
trolled ‘somehow or other by their own friends or relatives. Dr. 


Feldman urged that steps should be taken to see to it that the Govern- 


ment definitely provided something towards these essential needs, and 


mivocated in connection with venereal diseases, the establishment of a 


Central Council under whose auspices a vast amount of literature should 


be available. 
In the course of the discussion Mr. S. Tolkowsky, of Tel-Aviv, while 


expressing the hope that Dr. Feldman would continue his laudable efforts 


in connection with the problem, expressed the opinion that he had 
slightly overstated it.

FIRST LODGE OF ENGLAND 


The monthly meeting of the Lodge was held in the B'nai B'rith 
room on Sunday evening. Bro. George J. Webber presided. He drew 
attention to the circular sent to all the members for support of the Jewish 
Agnecultural Training Farm at Harrietsham, Kent.

Jewish National Fund Conference 


Need for Immediate Land Purchases 


SUCCESS OF JUBILEE FOREST APPEAL 


SUPPORT FOR INSURANCE SCHEME CALLED FOR 

The twelfth Conference of the Jewish National Fund for Great 
Britain and Ireland was held on Sunday at the Hotel Great Central, 
Marylebone Road. On the previous evening, a reception to the 
delegates was held at the Jewish National Fund Offices, 65, 
Southampton Row. Mr. Cyrit J. Ross, the Hon Treasurer of the 
Fund, welcomed the delegates to the reception. 

An exhibition. of Jewish National Fund photographs, maps, 
stamps, postcards and statistics was on view at the Jewish National 
Fund offices. There was a speciman of the first nmine-colour 
poster ever produced in Palestine. The history of Zionism could 
be seen on stamps issued over a long period of years. - There 
were maps showing the purchase of Jewish National Fund land and 
the three great valleys redeemed by the Fund. There were also photo- 
graphs showing urban and rural scenes in Palestine. 

Mr. Robert B. Solomon, the President of the. J.N.F., presided 
on Sunday at the Conference. The following were elected to the 
Nominations Committee: Messrs. 8. Hille (Chairman), C. Orgel, 5. 
Mackover, 8. Rosenbloom and E. Livny. 

Mr. S. 8. Levin, the Secretary, read messages from Mr. M. M. 
Ussishkin, President of the Keren Kayemeth Leisrael, and Professor 
S. Brodetsky. 

Mr. Ussishkin wrote: “I am glad to say that at both the 
Nineteenth Zionist Congress and at the Keren Kayemeth World Con- 
ference the vital factor of land redemption was appreciated to a 
greater extent than hitherto. Great Britain and Ireland have in the 
past two years reached a very high standard in respect of the Keren 
Kayemeth Leisrael, and we in Jerusalem value highly the co-operation 
and devotion you have exhibited.” 

Professor Brodetsky wrote: “There was never a time when the 
work of the Jewish National Fund was more necessary than it is to-day, 
when the disproportion between our man-power and our land-power 
in Palestine is increasing, and the need for increased reserves of 
national land is vital to the firm establishment of the Jewish National 
Home.” 

Showing Results to the British Government 

The CHAIRMAN, after welcoming the delegates, said that during 
the past year there had been no relief in the situation of their brethren 
on the Continent. One of the great disappointments was the fact 
that no country had stood up to protest in the name of liberty and 
humanity. The attitude of this country in connection with the League 
of Nations had brought them a glimmer of hope. They must not, 
at this stage, make the world think that they were disloyal to the 
British administration ; that they had any thoughts which might make 
the administration think the return of Jews to Palestine was likely 
to weaken instead of strengthen the work of the League of Nations. 
The most important point at this stage was that they were reaching 
an opportunity of being able to show the Government the results of 
their efforts in Palestine. He beheved that the migrants who had 
been able to settle in Palestine recently would in a few years become 
a body of people not only strong in themselves, but who would render 
back to the League all that devotion to freedom which their history 
had taught them to value. 

Of the German Jews who had gone to Palestine, over 7,000 had 
gone on the land, of whom 3,000 were definitely settled—1,500 had 
taken up agricultural labours and 2,500 had taken up semi-agricultural 
work, so that, so far as the new Aliyah was concerned, there was 
hope that many had found permanent occupation away from the 
cities. An area of 8,000 dunams had been purchased in Palestine, 
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towards which they had transferred since the closing of the year 
£10.000 earmarked from the Central British Fund, as well as a loan 
of £10.000 raised in this country. This area was part of a bigger arca 
of 35.000 dunams, for which the J.N.F. had contracted. 


Opportunities for Land Purchase 

At the present moment, there was a break in the continuous 
boom in land prices in Palestine, and the moment that break mani- 
fested itself there was more land thrown on the market than ever 
hefore. There was a chance now of buying a quantity of land if 
thev had the money. He hoped that the £2,000,000 which the J.N.F. 
had set itself out to collect throughout the world in the next two 
vears would be achieved. Dealing with the fund for the King George V 
‘Iubilee Forest. the Chairman said that the response in connection 
with that appeal was good, spontaneous and instantaneous, but their 
accounts for this fund were not vet closed. A considerable sum of 
money would have to be collected in order to fulfil the whole of tlie 
programme they had set out to accomplish. No piece of work under- 
taken had brought them more favourable comment from non-Jewish 
bodies, or created more attention and interest, than the starting of 
this fund. Mr. Solomon paid tribute to the work of Mr. Levin. the 
Secretary, who had helped to bring about a very high standard. of 
service. 

Mr. Cyrm J. Ross, presenting the Treasurer’s Report, said 
although their income for the past year was greater than the year 
before, they thought it small when they considered so big a project as 
the building up of a National Home. German Jewry had more or less 
officially adopted Zionism, and their own institutions here should do 
likewise. Every Synagogue seatholder in this country should be levied, 
and should only be exempt if he objected. They could help the J.N.F. 
by encouraging individuals to invest through the J.N.F. Assurance 
Department. He was convinced that their Managing Director of the 
Fund in Palestine and his colleagues were nght in saying that only a 
few years remained for them to buy large tracts of land in Palestirie. 
While that time lasts, said Mr. Ross, they must do veoman service to 
secure the wherewithal to acquire as much land «us possible. The 
income in Great Britain for 5695 was £48,331, and they had remitted 
to Palestine £42,284. They had received £453 from the Assurance 
Department, which was an increase of £10. He paid tribute to Mr. M. 
Brostoff, of Leeds, in connection with his work for the boxecollections 
in that city. 


Decline in Income Foreshadowed 

After a statement by Mr. Nissensaum as to whether the Barcai 
Society should continue with a practice it had adopted in the past 
of giving presents in order to secure donations for the Golden Book, 
a long discussion ensued. The CHarrRMAN said that this method was 
not dignified and should be discouraged. ° 

Other speakers in the discussion suggested an intensification of 
the campaign for the box collections. Mr. E.uis said he could forsee 
a great decline in the income to the Fund in a year or so, as they would 
not have the monies from the German Appeal or the Jubilee Forest 
‘They should, therefore, formulate a definite scheme to make 
the box collections the backbone of Jewish National work. 

More support and encouragement for youth to take part in J.N.F. 
work was urged. Mr. OrGEL said that greater efforts should be made 
to make the Baron Edmond de Rothschild fund more successful. 
After further discussion, the Report and Balance-sheet were adopted. 

The Conference resumed after an interval, when Dr. O. E. 
HERZFELD made a statement on the Assurance Department. He said 
that they had now opened up a new scheme with the Sun Insurance 
Company, which was interested.in Palestine development, and they 
hoped it would yield very substantial profits to the J.N.F. A large 
number of insurance companies and underwriters in this country had a 
very strong prejudice against certain classes of insurance business from 
Jews. They beleved that part of the duty of the J.N.F. Assurance 
Department was to show the lack of foundation for these allegations, 
and the only practical way that they could do that was to build 
up really strong accounts. 


Prospects of Haifa Bay 

Mr. LeopoLtp Scuen, speaking on the Jewish National Fund in 
Palestine, expressed, on behalf of the Board of Directors of the Fund, 
their great appreciation to Mr. Robert Solomon for his leadership of 
the Fund in this country. He spoke of the Haifa Bay development, 
where already there was a large number of factories and houses. He was 
convinced that within the next two years they would see there a 
residential area housing tens of thousands of families, with an 
industrial area that would employ thousands of workers. 

In the colonisation work of the Jewish National Fund during the 
last two years, no less than thirty-one agricultural settlements had 
been established on 30,000 dunams of land, benefiting 1,555 families. 
At no previous period had there been such a large agricultural settle- 
ment. He endorsed the statements made that very. few years were 
left for big land purchases in Palestine, because there was going to 
be an enormous Arab agricultural development. The steady flow of 
immigration could only go on if they" éreated land reserves. 

Zionism the Only Solution 

Mr. 5S. 8. Levin, the General Secretary, spoke on the programme 
of work for 5696. He said that the gathering would consider resolu- 
tuons calculated to bring in during the year a minimum of £50,000 
and during the ensuing two years £100,000. That task was not a 
difficult one. There was a time when Zionists rightly complained of 
the inhospitality of the Community. That time was past. The crisis 
of Jewish life was a crisis externally of physical and economic perse- 
eution, and internally of the disruption of Jewish cultural values. 
ee ee Hwee the solution of both these problems. Even 
Jews safe in the Galut must look to E nishi 
there al to Eretz Yisrael for reple ng 

The fact that they owned six per cent. of Eretz Yisrael—really only 
two per cent. if they include Transjordan—was not the fault of tha 
Arabs or the Government; it was their own. On British Jewry, one of 
the few sound and free Jewries remaining, rested now greater respon- 
sibility than ever, and British Jewry would respond if only they asked. 

We represent a great fund with enormous assets and great finan- 


- cial undertakings and problems. We must. be worthy of it. Year 
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after year at our Conference the same story is told—no system, no 


perseverance. Resolutions are wrecked the moment they are adopted. 
The pledge system is one. If the whole country had followed in the 
wake of Leeds, our total for boxes during the past three years would 
have been £48,000 instead of £22,000, a loss of £26,000. 

“Our ordinary income is on the increase; it can be made much more 
productive. We can budget for at least £12,000 from functions, and 
at least a further £10,000 from the Jubilee Forest. We have further 
large sums to come to us from earmarked donations. Every Com- 
mission must, in the words of our resolution, assume a proper measure 
of responsibility.”

Herbert Morrison's Impressions of Palestine 
JEWISH COLLECTIVES SUPERIOR TO RUSSIAN 


The Rt. Hon. Herbert Morrison, L.C.C., speaking on “ Palestine As 
I Saw It,” at a meeting of the Poale Zion at the Royalty Rooms, Great 
Alie Street, E.1, on Monday evening, referred to “the animosity of 
the Arabs towards Jewish immigration,” and expressed the opinion 
that the real problem was to bring such economic development to 


Mr. Natruan Morris, Secretary and Education Officer of the 
Jewish Religious Education Board, spoke on the Jewish National Fund 
in Edueation, and said that they intended having an annual conven- 
tion, to which teachers and members of Education Committees and 
Managers should be invited. They hoped to have a children’s festival 
on the 15th Shevat, at which a film or play would be given, where they 
would present something of the new hfe growing up in Palestine. At 
that function, representative pupils would bring their offerings for 
the J.N.F. in the form of box collections. This would enable the 
work of the J.N.F. to gam entrance into many Jewish houses which 
have hitherto remained closed. The first convention would be held 
on the 16th December, and the first national festival on the 9th 
February, in one of the large cinemas. 

Rabat I. J. UNTERMAN did not think that the “well-to-do” element 
did their share towards the Fund. He suggested that one Sabbath 
during the year should be set aside for preachers to devote their 
sermons to an appeal for the J.N.F. 

The Conference raised a substantial sum of money for the 
inscription of the name of Mr. Max Brostoff in the Golden Book, in 
recognition of his work for the penny-a-day pledge system. Mr. 
Davip Fox, of Leeds, pledged himself to raise £5,000 for the Fund 
in that city. 

Resolutions 

The following resolutions were adopted : 

Recognising that in the landlessness of the Jewish people lies the 
root of the Jewish tragedy, this Conference welcomes wholeheartedly 
the Appeal of the Nineteenth Zionist Congress for the raising of no less 
n sum than one millon pounds for land redemption, through the Jewish 
National Fund, during the next two years, and undertakes’ in that period 
n quota of £100,000 for the Jewish National Fund for Great Britain and 
Ireland. 

This Conference, realising that by the acquisition of land through 
the Jewish National Fund (a) the settlement of thousands of families 
can be effected on the soil, (b) the agricultural development of Eretz 
Yisrael is enabled to proceed at a pace commensurate with urban develop- 
ment and a sound basis given the National Home, (c) speculation in 
land values is combated, calls upon British Jewry to assist to the utmost 
in the raising of funds for the Jewish National Fund, and instructs 
the Executive to devise methods to make all Jewish National Fund 
Commissions assume a proper measure of responsibility in the raising of 
funds. 

This Conference records its extreme pleasure at the inauguration of 
the King George V Jubilee Forest, and cails upon every member of the 
Community to plant at least one tree in the Forest. This Conference 
instructs J.N.F. Commissions to take the initiative m appealing for 
the Forest in their districts where an appeal has not yet been inaugurated, 
and to co-operate with the body responsible in those distmcts where the 
campaign 1s in progress. 

This Conference of Jewish, National Fund workers pledges itself to 
intensify all branches of activity of the Jewish National Fund, and calls 
upon every Jewish National Fund Commision to organise its box work 
on the pledge basis, so successfully introduced by Mr. Max Brostoff; 
and to form special committees for the purpose of raising Golden Book 
and Tree money from Simchas. 

This Conference calls on all Zionists to tse every endeavour to 
transact their assurance business through the Jewish National Fund 
Assurance Department, thus furthering the upbuilding of Eretz Yisrael 
without additional cost to themselves. The Conference requests the 
’ officers to bring this resolution to the notice of all Ziomst bodies. 

The following resolution was submitted by the North London 
Women’s Zionist Society : 3 

This Conference instructs the Executive to take steps to ensure the 
provision of speakers for J.N.F. Commissions, and, im particular, the 
provision and training of speakers to address Ladies’ Afternoon Meetings. 

The following were elected: Mr. Robert B. Solomon, President; Mr. 
C. J. Ross, Treasurer; Councillor M. H. Davis, L.C.C., Mr. B. Janner, 
Councillor F. Lawrence, Mrs. I. M. Sieff, Prof. Samson Wnght, Mr. A. Wnght 
and Mr. Norman Laski, London Vice-Presidents ; Mr. 8S. P. Abrams, Prof. 8. 
Brodetsky, Mr. David Fox, Mrs. A. Nahum, Mr. 8. Phillips, Rabbi I. J. 
Unterman and Mr. F. Nettler, Provincial Vice-Presidents. London 
Executive and Provincial Executive Councils were also elected. 


the country as would reconcile the economic interests of both the 
Jews and the Arabs. The Jewish Agency in Palestine were firmly 
convinced that there was room for a very substantial Jewish 
immigration to Palestine without driving the Arabs out. 

Mr. Morrison also stressed the fact that not only was there 
Jewish immigration to Palestine, but Arab immigration as well. 
He particularly praised the Jewish agricultural collective settle- 
ments which he had visited and which,’ he thought, morally, were 
on a much higher level than the Bolshevik experiment in Russia, 
because there was not the slightest element of compulsion and 
dictatorship about them. 

Mr. Joseph L. Cohen was in the Chair.

REVISIONIST ATTITUDE TO MACCABI 


DECISION 


The New Zionist Organisation has issued a statement defining 
its attitude towards the resolution adopted by the Maccabi World 
Congress held in Brno, Czechoslovakia, which declares that 
“ membership of the New Zionist Organisation is incompatible with 
the membership of the Maccabi.”’ 

According to the statement, spécial orders have heen sent to the 
affiliated National Federations of the New Zionist Organisation to 
strengthen the opposition to the decision of the Brno Congress 
among the Revisionist members of the Maccabi, so as to force the 
different Maccabi Organisations to adopt resolutions protesting 
against the decision and, if protests do not avail to sever their con- 
nection with the Maccabi World Union. 

The Revisionist Executive further orders the establishment of 
national sports organisations to enrol as members all those members 
of the Maccabi World Union who are against the decision of the 
Brno Congress.

SHORT STORIES FROM THE YISHUV 


** Palestine Caravan,'’ by Moshe Smilansky. (Methuen 7s. 6d.). 
Reviewed by JOSEPH LEFTWICH 


Oliver Wendell Holmes said that people “read what travellers 
tell us about the King of Dahomey or the Fejee Island people and do 
not know just what to make/of these brothers and sisters of the race.” 
That is the difference betwfen travellers’ tales and the artist who lives 
among the people and knows and loves them, the difference I felt 
when I read the Arab tales in Smilansky’s book of short stones. You 
know very soon what to make of the Arab villagers driven from their 
harvesting by a cloud of tiny black msects, the barhash, that got into 
ears, nostrils, eyes and mouth, or harried by thé Turkish soldiers 
billeted on them in pre-British days, who killed cattle, calves and 
sheep, and filled their sacks with flour, wheat and barley, some of 
which they ate, but the greater part they sold to dealers. And you 
know also where you are with Muhammad, whose land was coveted 
by the mighty Bek, who had a dozen villages entangled in the meshes 
of his loans, and who finally, by intrigue and hired false witnesses, 
broke Muhammad's spirit, sent him to prison and got the land trans- 
ferred to himself, “ according to all the requirements of the law.” 

“ The Wailing of Salhia,’ which opens the book, is a magnificent 
story, incomparably the best in the present selection, It is an enthral- 
ling tale, vividly told, and like the wind that dashes, in the telling, 
against the slopes of Mount Tabor, it races wildly along. The Jewish 
tales do not rise to the same height. The best of them is the “ Pangs 
of Messiah,” whose theme, like that of Peretz Hirshbein’s “ Tears on 
Stones,” is the reconciliation of the orthodox Jewish dreamer of the 
coming of the millennium to the new pioneering work and the tilling of 
the soil of the Holy Land as the true redemption. 

The book has been splendidly translated from the Hebrew by 
I. M. Lask, and the English publication was made possible by Mr. 
Stalbow, a Palestme orange grower, closely associated with Mr. 
Smilansky in his orange plantations, who has come“to admire him both 
as a man and a writer. There is a foreword by the High Commissioner 
for Palestine, Sir Arthut Wauchope, who rightly feels that the book 
will “be a source of enlightenment to all who are interested in Palestine 
and the life led by the country workers,” and will also “ help to dispel 
the mistaken idea that Jews are not qualified to till the soil.” He 
quotes an excellent proverb: “ Where there are no bushes, there will 
be no fruit.” It applies well to the Maecenas who has provided the 
bush for this fruit and makes one wish that Hebrew literature finds 
more such.

THE JEWS OF SALONIKA 


Histoire des Israélites de Salonique. Tome |. La Communauté 
Romaniote. By Jos. Nehama. (Salonika, Libraire Moiho: Paris, Libraire 
Durlacher. 12 francs.) 

There are many strenuous workers to-day on the history of the 
Jews in the former Ottoman Empire. There is Abraham Galante, whose 
informative monographs receive regular mention in_ these columns ; 
Solomon Rosanes, whose monumental ‘‘ History of the Jews in Turkey *’ 
is now reaching its conclusion; M. Molho, who has written a number of 
articles on the Jews of Salonika; and now M. Nehama, formerly Director 
of the schools of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, who has commenced 
to publish in French what is likely to be the standard History of the Jews 
in this place. M. Nehama is already known in French literary circles 
as a writer who knows how to combine scholarship with charm; and he 
shows both qualities in this volume. It is hardly fair, perhaps, to take 
it as a sample of the whole. It treats of the Greek yeriod, from the 
first century before the Christian Era down to the Expulsion from Spain. 
At this period, before Spanish refugees had arrived by their thousands 
to give the city its special cachet, Salonika was a Community like any 
other im the Levant, and the sources of our knowledge are so sparse as to 
he over many decades almost non-existent. M. Nehama supplies the 
inevitable deficiencies in his picture with a lively characterisation of the 
background, written in a style and with a vivacity which make one 
look forward with real eagerness to the forthcoming volumes, dealing 
with the golden age of Salonika Jewry. 


The Hesrew Unron Annvat last appeared in a double 
number, after the interval of two years, in 1932. The Board of Editors 
has now braved the depression and produced a fresh volume, the tenth 
of the series. It is in effect a Jewish scientific review, the pages of which 
are open to all scholars, quite independent of their academic or religious 
affiliation. Of the articles in this issue three are veritable monographs, 
which could easily be made to fill fairly substantial volumes. The Pres:- 
dent of the College, Dr. Julian Morgenstern, publishes a study of some 
150 pages on the Calendars of Ancient Israel, in which, by an ingemious 
examination of the Biblical records, he attempts to establish the exist- 
ence of three succesive systems. Dr. 8. I. Esterson edits the commentary 
of the great Rabbi David Kimhi on Psalms 42-72, continuing thus a work 
begun in England by the late Dr. Schiller-Szinessy. Dr. 5. Bernstem 
publishes from a manuscript a long series of Venetian Jewish epitaphs, 
of considerable literary and. historical importance— most of them from 
the pen of Leone da Modena. Two of the shorter articles are by English 
scholars—Dr. A. Marmorstein, who discusses with his customary erud- 
tion the relations between Christian sectaries and Judaism in the third 
century, on the basis of various Talmudic texts; and Dr. C. Roth, who 
describes various imitative Purims established by North Italian Com- 
munities in commemoration of providential escapes at the period of the 
French Revolution. Finally, it is necessary to mention an unedifying 
polemic between Dr. S. Krauss of Vienna and Dr. Jacob Mann, of 
Cincinnati, carried on with an acrimony which has unfortunately become 
all too common among Jewish scholars interested in Genizah fragments. 


The revival of Spanish- (as distinct from Ladino-) speaking Jewry is 
strikingly exemplified by the emergence in South America of a new 
literature in that language. For the last couple of years, a monthly 
review, JupatIcA, has appeared in Buenos Altres, under the editorship 
of Salamén Resmck. It is admirably produced, in a format reminiscent 
of our own ever-lamented ‘** Jewish Review,’’ and the contents are of a 
high lhterary standard. The June, 1935. issue, dedicated to *“‘ social 
assistance,’’ gives, incidentally, a good deal of interesting information on 
local Jewish hfe and organisation. Under the auspices of the review, 
there has also appeared a Spanish translation of Dubnow’s shorter 
‘** History of the Jews ’’ and other works are in preparation. But a 
quantity of Yiddish hterature 1s also appearing in the Argentine; among 
recent publications being a work on Maimonides and a medical pamphlet.

No. 834.—Judaism a School of Citizenship 
My Dear Cousin, 


To-day all over the country citizens will be recording their 
votes to elect civic authorities for the coming year. One of the 
duties of citizenship is to understand problems of civic government 
and take an intelligent interest in civic affairs. In this regard 
Jews have done their duty well and their civic record, whether as 
plain citizens or as participants in municipal government, is to 
their credit. There have been five Lord Mayors of London who were 
Jews; many important centres of municipal life in other parts of 
the country have chosen Jews as their chief magistrates; Jews have 
held high municipal office in the Colonies and Dominions, and in 
the United States they have served their immediate locality as 
mayors, judges, sheriffs and even Governors of States. The same 
story may be related of those continental countries where Jews 
enjoy real and effective citizenship. Everywhere their intelligence 
has been utilised in the service of their fellow-citizens. They have 
belonged, as they still belong, to all parties in the commonwealth, 
a right which sometimes needs to be stressed. In these days of 
political unrest, Jews are blamed by some people for being Socialists 
or Communists. The answer is often made by apologists that really 
the Jew is an example of the extreme individualist, and therefore 
he is one of the bulwarks of the established order. Such an answer 
is weak. The important thing to stress is that, like all other 
citizens, the Jew claims the right to support any party that appeals 
to him, from the extreme Right to the extreme Left. That is a 
recognised principle of political life in all democratic countries, and 
Jews must claim thai right with all€other citizens. : 

But whatever party the Jew supports, he is from the nature of 
his outlook a good citizen. What constitutes good citizenship ? 
One is reminded of the classical expréssion by Pericles in the 
historic Funeral Oration: “ We live not only free in the adminis- 
tration of the State, but also one with another, as to any 
jealousy, touching each other's daily course of life; not offended at 
any man for pleasing himself, nor assuming censorious looks which 
though they inflict no injury, yet cause pain.” Live and let live, 
may bea fair summary of the ideal described by Pericles. Live and 
let live is the ideal of the Jewish life. - | , 

What, in a word, is the Jewish attitude to social life? Can it 
be better expressed than in the great Ethical Code of the nineteenth 
chapter of Leviticus? Love thy neighbour as thyself is its keynote, 
a formula which has been happily rendered by a distinguished 
Jewish translator: “ Love thy neighbour: he is just as you are, just 
like yourself.” Ancient Rabbinic opinion relegated this ordinance 
to the Ten Commandments, among which it was placed tenth and 
last ; or sort of climax to the whole, (73 Sow myx). 
If you love your neighbour as yourself, you will be bound to keep 
the other Commandments as well. One of the many ways in which 
to practise love to your neighbour is, according to Bachya, to rejoice 

Much has been made in recent years by men filled not with the 
spirit of citizenship, which is love, but with the spirit of Satan, the 
Destroyer, which is hate, of the suggestion that when the Jew is 
taught to love his neighbour, his neighbour is his fellow Jew. 
That suggestion is an invention of blind prejudice and groundless 
hatred. It is simply not true. Jewish life and Jewish literature 
which is a mirror of Jewish life show plainly enough that the 
widest and largest possible conception of the term neighbour was 
the Jewish ideal. The Jew’s neighbour was the man next door, the 
man of his city, the man of his country, the citizen of the world. 
Your neighbour is your fellow man, and it is your duty to love him 
as yourself. That is Jewish teaching and Jewish practice, as it is 
Christian teaching and Christian practice. But let Christians be 
reminded that Christian practice has many striking failures in its 
record. The extraordinary thing is that even in the present century 
there are Christians who, professing a religion of love, preach 
hatred to fellow-citizens. They do not live and let live. They cry 
i the destruction of others. Jewtbaiting and Jew hating are their 
ideal. 

That is not citizenship but barbarism. Citizenship,in the view 
of Pericles, is to acquire friendship by bestowing favours “for he 
who bestows a favour “is the more constant and firmer friend.” It 
is Oncé more a generous interpretation of live and let live, which 
Jews may claim as their motto throughout the ages. The care of 
the widow and the fatherless;'kindliness to the poor and the 
oppressed; friendliness in social intercourse ; who that has come 
into contact with Jews will not testify to their devotion to these 
ideals? How can it be otherwise? For over two thousand years 
Jews have been schooled in Judaism. Much of what is finest and 
best in European civilisation, almost all of the noblest teaching of 
Christianity, is of Jewish origin. Judaism is a splendid school of 
citizenship. For Judaism stresses kindliness in human relations, 
honesty in conduct, charity and consideration, a robust optimism, 
a belief in progress. Again and again, Jewish teachers have 
summarised the foundations of the Great Society in terms of truth, 
justice and peace. On Municipal Election Day it is surely not out 
of place to remind Jews and non-Jews of a passage from the Mishna 
which has found a permanent place in the Jewish Prayer Book,‘and 
which Jews have recited daily for centuries: 


These are the things the fruits of which a man enjoys in this world, 
while the stock remains for him for the world to come—honouring father 
and mother, charity and kindliness, timely attendance at the house of 
prayer morning and evening, hospitality to wayfarers, visiting the sick, 
dowering the bride, attending the dead to the grave, devotion in prayer, 
and making peace between man and man. Great as these are, the study 
of the Torah outweighs them all. 


It may be submitted that a people educated in these principles 
will prove good citizens. Jews, when they have had the oppor- 
tunity, have won admiration for their civic virtues. In this 
country the Jewish civic record is no ignoble one. The more 
Jewish ideals are carried into practice in Jewish life, the more 
surely will Jews be good citizens. For their school is Judaism, and 
Judaism is inspired by the Bible. May it not be said with equal 
justice that from the Bible English national life and character have 
drawn significant and valuable inspiration? Accordingly, if only 
Jews are true to their highest teaching, they will contine to 
contribute to the life of the country men and women qualified as 
good citizens and appreciated as such.

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Good Attendance Despite the Weather 
Nazi Tyranny Denounced 


Prominent Speakers from all Walks of Life 


A demonstration, organised by the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazi 
Federation for the Restoration of Human Rights, was held in Hyde 
Park on Sunday last. Estimates as to the size of the crowd which 
attended vary, but the most conservative put the figure at 15,000, 
It is probable that about three or four thousand of these were Jews 
and there were possibly as many as 3,000 ex-Servicemen. 

The demonstration began punetually at 3 o’clock in bad weather 
conditions, which probably reduced the size of the attendance. The 
strong wind made things difficult for the speakers and it was fortunate 
that no one had to speak at great length. The processions from 
various parts of London, accompanied by bands and banners, began 
to arrive at about 3 o'clock, and the last contingent—from Stepney— 
reached the platforms at about 3.20 p.m. 


The Platforms 


There were more than twenty speakers and they included men 
and women distinguished in many walks of life: politics, science, the 
church, the law, journalism and the Women’s Movement among them 
were: Major C. R. Attlee, leader of the Labour Party, Miss Eleanor 
Rathbone, Lord Marley, Mr. Morris Myer, Miss Monica Whately, 
Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, Mr. D. N. Pritt, K.C., the Rev. O. Brenton, 
Mrs. Charlotte Despard, Mr. Barnett Janner, Mr. M. H. Davis, L.C.C., 
Professor J. B. 8S. Haldane, Miss Dorothy Woodman, Mr. Dan Frankel, 
L.C.C., Mr. A. M. Wall, Miss Sylvia Pankhurst, Mr. P. Horowitz, Mr. 
James Hall, Dr. W. J. O'Donovan and Mr. A. L. Easterman. Mrs. 
Vyvyan Adams apologised for the absence of her husband. 

An announcement was made from each of the six platforms to the 
efiect that a report that the organisers of the meeting had offered 
a large sum to a Scottish athlete to speak against British participation 
in the Olympic Games next year, was a “ vile lie.”

POLAND 
“ Justice For All”’ 
New Prime Minister's Assurances 


WILL TERRORISM BE CHECKED? 


“All citizens of Poland, irrespective of their nationality and 
religion, must be allowed to take the closest possible share in 
the government of the country for-the good of all,” declared 
M. Z. Koscialkowski, the new Polish Prime Minister, in a speech to 
the Sejm last week on the programme of his Government. “The 
authorities must act on the principle of justice for all and mete out 
equal treatment to every section of the population.” 

M. Raczkiewicz, the new Minister of the Interior, has paid a 
visit to all the heads of the religious bodies in the capital, including 
Chief Rabbi Professor Schorr, who is one of the two Jewish Senators. 


A Strong Hand Needed 


It is high time, indeed, that Polish Jewry found some protector 
prepared to defend them against the increasing fury of the anti- 
Jewish onslaught that is proceeding in all parts of the country. 
For example, a Jewish delegation from the towns of Klubock and 
Truskolask, near Czenstochowa, last week visited the Ministry of the 
Interior to ask for protection against the terroristic activities to 
which the Jews of these communities have been exposed in recent 
weeks. Details were given of sixty cases in Truskolask in which 
Jews were injured by National Democrats, while over 150 cases were 
reported from Klubock. 

News has reached Warsaw of attacks on Jewish traders in 
Polish Pomerania. In Leschno, Jews were expelled from the 
market and many of them beaten and their goods destroyed. 
Finally, the police intervened and restored order. Attacks on Jews 
are also reported from Lutsk, in Eastern Poland, where young 
tndeks attacked Jews with stones as they were leaving the 
Synagogue. One Endek was arrested. 

In Lublin, an anti-Semitic stronghold, a sixty-years’-old Jew 
named Sabiburski was attacked by young Endeks in the street and 
fatally injured. In Dobra, a Jew was maltreated and is now gravely 
ill in hospital. 

Unknown persons recently threw a bomb into the offices of the 
Revisionist Party in Stanislawow, Galicia. The building was burned 
down and the criminals succeeded in escaping. This is the second 
such attack on the Revisionist offices fhis year. 


In Warsaw itself, Endek students marked the opening of the ' 


new educational year last week by a big anti-Jewish and anti- 
(rovernment demonstration. The police intervened and dispersed 
the demonstrators, several of whom were arrested. 


The new Lodz City Council, which was nominated by the Govern- 
ment, has annulled the ** Aryan” Paragraph in regard to the City Prize 
for literature, which had been adopted by the former Endek majority. 
The Lodz Government Commissioner pointed out at the time that the 
decision was contrary to the Polish Constitution. 


The District Court of Lodz has sentenced fifty Jews to from three 
years’ to one month’s imprisonment for assisting in smuggling Jewish 
emigrants across the Soviet frontier. The emigrants were intending to 
settle in the Jewish Autonomous Region of Biro-Bidjan. 


RUMANIA 
Cuzist Hooligans’ New Campaign 
> 
4 Many Attacks on Jews 


The wave of Cuzist violence against Jews is reaching ever 
greater heights. In Brinceva, it is reported, a number of Cuzists 
attacked Jews in the streets. The Jewish population retaliated, and 
one Cuzist is said to have lost his life in the affray. 

A Jewish deputation has arrived in Kishineff from Dubosari to 
seek protection against a reign of terror instituted by the local 
Cuzists. Even non-Jews who refuse to join in the anti-Jewish 
campaign are intimidated. The District Prefect has sent a number 
of gendarmes to keep order. In some places, it is stated, the Cuzists 
are declaring that they will soon be in power, and are calling on the 
peasants to cease paying taxes to the present Government. 

The Cuzists have also renewed their practice of individual 
attacks on Jews in trains, In one case, at Perlow, near Soroki, a 
Jew was thrown out of a train while in motion. 

In Kishineff, Cuzists last week broke into a Synagogue and did 
considerable damage. The police made two arrests. 


AUSTRIA—Unknown persons last week desecrated the old Jewish 
cemetery in the Waehringstrasse, Vienna. Eleven tombstones were 
destroyed and many overturned, while swastikas were painted on others,

IRAQ 


Mr. Levy Re-arrested 


Campaign of Petty Persecution 
[From our 


Mr. E. Levy, the author of the celebrated letter to the MAN- 
CHESTER GUARDIAN accusing the Iraqi Government of anti-Jewish 
discrimination, has once again been the victim of official 
persecution. Only a short time ago, after a bewildering sequence 
of trials and re-trials, Mr. Levy was placed under a year's 
surveillance by the police. On the present occasion, his bookshop 
was visited by a police-inspector and Mr. Levy was arrested, withouf 
warrant, on a charge of having in his possession acopy of an English 
periodical banned in Iraq. Actually—and the police must have been 
aware of the fact, for all books and papers sent to Mr. Levy from 
abroad are opened by the police before delivery to him—the periodical 


_in Mr. Levy's possession was one with a somewhat similar name 


published in America. On coming before the Court, the case against 
Mr. Levy was dismissed but on the following day police officers 
again visited Mr. Levy’s bookshop and made a fruitless search for 
banned material. 

Mr. Levy now wishes to emigrate from Iraq to escape such 
persecution, it is reported. Owing to his being placed under surveil- 
lance, however, he is unable to obtain a visa. 


ITALY 


Fascist Organ’s Anti-Jewish Outburst 


One of the leading Fascist organs in Italy, the ReGime FASCISTA, 
in the course of an article attacking M. Litvinoff, the Commissar 
for Foreign Affairs in Russia, in connection with his energetic 
support of sanctions against Italy, makes a direct attack on Jews 
generally. The Fascist organ states that M. Litvinoff is receiving 
the support of Jewish capitalists and Masonic Lodges, and asserts 
that ‘Meir Henach Moiseievitch Wallach, alias Litvinoff” will one 
day deceive England, “for such is the nature of Jewish cynics.’ 


LITHUANIA—On November 10th, there is due to take place in 
Ponievej the All-Lithuanian Congress of the Verslininki Organisation, 
whose aim is to drive the Jews out of the economic life of the country. 
Verslininki congresses are usually accompanied by imtensified anti- 
Jewish agitation, and in view of the present strained relations between 
the Jews and the Lithuanians, the Congress is awaited with apprehen- 
sion by the Jewish population. It is stated that the authorities have 
granted permission for the proceedings of the conference to be relayed by 
wireless, 


The German Legation has issued an order for the cancellation of the 
passports of German refugees resident in Lithuania. This will make the 
position of the refugees extremely precarious, since many of them cannot 
find any employment in Lithuania and; being deprivéd of their passports, 
will not be able toenter any other country. lie ie 


ALGERIA—The Court of Correction at Sidi-Bel-Abbes has sentenced 
eight Europeans and one native to terms of imprisonment ranging from 
eight days to three months for their part in .plastering the city with 
provocative anti-Jewish posters and causing anti-Jewish disorders last 
summer. In addition, the defendants were ordered to pay 250 francs 
damages to one of the victims of their activities. 


UNITED STATES 


Film of Nazi Persecution Censored 


“Trouble” Feared Between Germans and Jews 


Censors in the States of Illinois and Ohio haye ordered the 
deletion from the popular film feature, “The March of Time,” of 
scenes showing the burning of Jewish books by the Nazis in 1933, 
and Storm Troopers attacking Jews. The latest instalment of this 
feature, released last week, is entitled “ New Palestine,’ and gives a 
pictorial version of the Jewish situation in Germany. 

Mr. E. L. Bowsher, Director of Education in Ohio, explained 
that he had ordered these scenes to be censored because they might 
“ stir up trouble between Germans and Jews.” Mr. Harry Costello, 
film censor of the City of Chicago, cited Illinois ordinances against 
the showing of films depicting riot scenes. 

Liberal leaders and clergymen are up in arms against this 
action by the censors, and havé commenced a vigorous campaign of 
protest,

Hotel, W., on Saturday evening. The Hostesses were Mrs. M. D. Eder, 
Mrs. Leonard Stein and Mrs. A. Blumberg. Dr. Yoffey gave an address 
on the Zionist Congress and its significance to Youth, in which he 
emphasised the importance of the Hebrew language to those wishing 
for an understanding of the present-day problems of Palestine. 

At the Sunday morning session, held in Woburn House, the 
Conference accepted the Annual Report and Balance-sheet, the 
budget showing a very marked increase. Mrs. R. B. Solomon, Chair- 
man of the Federation of Women Zionists, addressed the Conference 
on the question of: co-operation between Ziona groups and the 
F.W.Z. Societies and poiited out that a great deal of the develop- 
ment of both movements was inter-dependent. Mrs. R. Behrman 
delivered a report on the Young-Wizo Conference held in Palestine 
in March of this year. 

The following are some of the resolutions carried :— 

Cultural Sub-committee: (1) That the Ziona Education Officers 
shall issue to all groups a series of syllabuses dealing with Jewish 
History and History of Zionism and Palestine, which shall be the 
basis for regular study group activities. 

(2) That Ziona shall take steps through its Education Officers to 
draw up for the Provinces a panel of lecturers similar to that 
operating in London. 

(3) That during the year 1935-6 Ziona shall co-operate in the 
cultural programme of the F.Z.Y. Education Department, under- 
taking expenditure in this connection not exceeding £8. 

Finance Sub-committee: That this Conference resolves to 
allocate the sum of £524 raised by Ziona during the financial year 
1934-5 to the following projects: 

(1) The scholarship of £60 per annum to Miss Polakowski to be 
continued for one more year, enabling her to complete her training 
at Ayanoth. 

(2) A further £410 towards the £1,000 promised for the naming 
of the Ziona room in the Domestic Science Training School. 

(5) That not more than five per cent. of the monies raised 
during each year shall be set aside in a special Organisation and 
Cultural Fund, for the purpose of defraying propaganda expenses 
and expenses incurred through the issue of cultural material. 

The following resolution was also passed: That the Ziona 
scholarship be called the “ Sarah Bogutsky Scholarship” in memory 
of the work done by Miss Bogutsky for Ziona, as Chairman of the 
Cardiff Ziona. | 

The following were elected: The Misses C. Shine, President; V. 
Feldman, London Vice-President; J. Levi (Birmingham), R. Hauser 
(Cardiff), F. Olswang (Glasgow), A. Barrow-Sicree (Manchester), 
Provincial Vice-Presidents ; J. Freilich, Hon. Treasurer ; Z. Spillman, 
Hon. Secretary; L. Webber, Palestine Produce Organiser.

Professor S. Brodetsky, speaking in Liverpool last Sunday, when 
he fulfilled a number of engagements as Grand Commander of the 
Order of Ancient Maccabeans, in an address on the recent Congress 
at Lucerne, referred to the Transfer Agreement and defended the 
action of the Executive.

The Arms Smuggling Incident 


Employed for Communal Incitement 


WHY HAS GOVERNMENT NOT ACTED? 


ITALY “SYMPATHISES” 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM ] 


A storm cloud may be proverbially no larger than a man’s hand 
when seen on the horizon; but it takes lttle for it to develop and 
assume menacing proportions. Such has been the case, as things 
usually are in this agitation-ridden Palestine, with the recent discovery 
of an illicit arms shipment (said to be worth some £6,000) concealed 
in cement drum containers. 

The issue developed with extraordinary rapidity into the most 
blatant and dangerous form of communal incitement in the Arab Press 
and political circles. Briefly, according to an official communiqué, a 
consignment of goods manifested as 537 drums of Belgian cement 
arrived at Jaffa on October 16th on the s.s. “Leopold II’’ The man 
to whom it was consigned signed for the goods, but then disappeared. 
One of the drums was seen to be damaged, when over half the goods 
had been transported, and upon being opened was found to contain 
some cartridges and revolvers. Police examination resulted in the 


discovery of large quantities of ammunition and a number of automatic - 


pistols and revolvers. 


Hysterical incitement 

Thereupon the Arab Press took up the hue and cry. They all 
inuediately assumed that the consignee was a Jew, without any 
public proof having been established by inquiry to that effect. 

Under screainng headlines, they declared that Jews were receiving 
huge quantities of smuggled arms regularly, and that they were 
planning an attack upon the Arabs (sic /) in order to drive them out of 
Palestine and take possession of their land. 

Unfortunately, these are the kind of tactics that readily dominate 
Arab credulity. In addition to Press incitement, agitators in the towns 
and villages (where the illiterate population depends upon the 
“sermons” by Imams in the mosques) spread the libels and innuendoes 
about alleged Jewish intentions. The breeze was fanned still more 
by the Arab politicians, glad of an opportunity such as this of display- 
ing their nationalism. They held a meeting on Monday, October 21st, 
at which the five parties (including that of Dr. Khalidi, Mayor of 
Jerusalem, who last September said in his election address that he 
would eschew politics if he was elected to the Municipal Council!) 
decided to summon a general strike on Saturday, October 26th. 

The decision was amusing, if one may use the term in the present 
uncertain situation. The idea of choosing the Jewish Sabbath for an 
Arab strike was twofold: firstly, Arab merchants and shopkeepers 
would not lose the large Jewish custom which they have on a Friday, 
and secondly, even if Arab shops did not close unanimously, the closed 
Jewish shops would give the appearance of a largely unanimous 
protest ! 

The Topic of the Hour 

At the moment, the agitation caused by the discovery is the 
topic of the hour. The Arab politicians have submitted a “warming” 
unpudently enough to the authorities, in which they declare that 
unless certain measures are taken they will hold another meeting, at 
which more “serious resolutions” will be adopted. This can have only 
one connotation, for the present stage in their measures has been the 
submission of the usual memoranda and protests. They have linked 
up the incident with the usual cries about the Jewish National Home, 
British policy, Jewish immigration, land sales to Arabs and the other 
clichés. The only things they have not mentioned, apparently, are 
the Italo-Ethiopian situation, the state of hygiene in Greenland and 
the prices of Copra in the Andaman Islands. 

What is most surprising is that the Government should take no 
action, nor betray any public concern at the dangerous form which 
the incitement has taken. When a man in an official position as the 
redoubtable Mufti of Jerusalem declares that “a powerful financial 
and political Jewish organisation is arming the Jews,’ when provoca- 
tive and tendencious statements are made about their alleged 
intentions to launch a bloody assault upon another section of the 
population, and when a man like the Mayor of Jerusalem, elected by 
a Jewish vote, countenances such political agitation, certainly the 
tune has come to take stronger measures than the Government has 
so far done. 

The Mufti suggested a series of official acts that might be regarded 
as “sanctions.” He wants a collective fine imposed upon the entire 
urea where the drums were unloaded (a storage site in Tel-Aviv) and 
upon every responsible Jewish institution in Palestine! Hysteria of 
this sort is little short of dementia. Yet the blandness of the 
authorities is not perturbed. Privately they assure Jewish leaders that 
they view the situation with no alarm, and no action is taken to 
show the agitators firmly that they cannot “get away” with this form 
of threatening propaganda. 

_ Meanwhile, the cireumstances of the shipment are still shrouded 
in mystery” Some circles suggest that it might have been intended 
for Ethiopia, was sent before the League embargo was lifted, and came 
to Palestine on the first stage of a circuitous route. This would not be 
an unfeasible theory. The size of the consignment, indeed, might 
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indicate that some such intention may have been entertained by the 
unknown importer, whoever he is and whatever his nationality. 

What an anti-climax and how complete the denouement, indeed, 
if it turned out that the man of mystery was not a Jew at all, but 


someone whom the agitators would least of all want to be concerned 
in the matter ! 


International Propaganda 

To cap the local agitation, the Arabic broadcasts from Bari 
addressed to the East—used in the past for anti-British statements— 
have taken up the issue gleefully. Italian propaganda circles have 
been actively trying to stir up feeling among the Arabs of Palestine 
for their own devious ends, and the arms discovery has given them 
another handle. A tone of incitement was introduced into the radio 
broadcasts, and it was made evident that the Italian wireless authority, 
which countenances this form of communal and racial agitation, 
“sympathised” with the unfortunate Palestine Arabs against whom a 
great conspiracy was being hatched! Puerile talk such as this, how- 
ever, is not without its effect, although it does not reach the whole of 
the illiterate populace which has no wireless listening facilities. 

This seems an opportunity of pointing out that the Italians have 
now entered the field of propaganda in Palestine (somewhat over- 
blessed in this respect) formerly controlled by the Communists and the 
Nazis. The spectacle of three great nations striving to impose their 
political theories upon a country with a population of only 1,300,000 
(of whom one-quarter, at least, wants to have nothing to do with 
them) is ludicrous, to say the least. The money spent here might be 
better disbursed upon more constructive ends in their own countries. 


General Strike Passes Quietly 
NO SERIOUS DISTURBANCES 

The general stnke proclaimed for Saturday by the united Arab 
parties of Palestine, to protest against “arms smuggling by Jews, 
and the inaction of the Government,” passed off quietly, states the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The strike was enly partially effective, as many Arab shops and 
restaurants remained open and some Arab “buses continued working. 
The Jerusalem Municipality, the Moslem Courts, all Arab Government 
employees and the railways failed to observe the stnke. 

In Nablus, a crowd of 400 Arab youths threw stones and smashed 
windows in the Samaritan quarter, but no one was injured. 


Abyssinian Arrested 

The Syrian police have arrested in Tripoli the beadle of the 
Abyssinian Church in Jerusalem, Butrus Luis, in connection with the 
arms smuggling affair. The beadle escaped from Jerusalem a few days 
ago without a passport. 


£200,000 for Tel-Aviv Public Works 


The Municipality of Tel-Aviv has decided to spend on public 
works £200,000 of the million-pound loan it has recently obtained from 
the Prudential Assurance Company of London. It is now seeking the 
official approval of the Palestine Government for its plan. But, prior 
to getting official approval, it has resolved to start within the next 


few days on its programme of public works, involving an initial 
expenditure of £40,000.

Questions in Parliament 
JAPANESE DUMPING IN PALESTINE 


FINANCIAL ESTIMATES FOR NEW YEAR 


In the House of Commons last week, Sir Witrrip SUGDEN 
(Con., Leyton W.) asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
whether, in view of the fact. that the dumping of Japanese goods 
into Palestine was endangering the existence of many young 
industries in that mandated territory and that Japan was no longer 
a member of the League of Nations, he would now consider making 
representations to the Mandates Commission of the League of 
Nations that it should be permissible for action to be taken to 
protect Palestine against such unfair Japanese competition. | 

Commander Sovutupy, replying for the Secretary, said: Th 
Government of Palestine have at all times power to take any 
measures for the protection of local industries which are consonant 
with the Mandate and which they may consider to be desirable in 
the interests of Palestine as a whole. The position with regard to 
Japanese imports into Palestine is governed by the Anglo-Japanese 
Commercial Treaty to which Palestine has acceded, and which, so 
long as it is in force, would prevent any discriminatory action 
against Japanese goods. 

Mr. B. JaNNeER (Lib., Whitechapel and St. George's) asked the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies if he would state the amounts 
which the Palestine Government had budgeted to spend for general 
education, Jewish education, roads, railways, postal services, ports 
and public health services, respectively, for the financial year 
1935-36. Mr. MALCOLM MACDONALD, Colpisial Secretary, stated in a 
written reply to Mr. Janner that the estimates of Palestine for the 
financial year 1935-36 contain the following provision for the services 
specified: General education, £267,871; Jewish education, £39,035 ; 
roads (including bridges), £234,405; railways (gross expenditure), 
£855,593 ; postal services, £341,536; ports (extraordinary and special 
expenditure, Haifa and Jaffa), £237,200; public health, £245,595. 

Captain P. MACDONALD (Con., Isle of Wight) asked the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies whether his attention had been called to the 
frequent broadcasting in Arabic of Italian propaganda for reception in 
Palestine and the surrounding districts; whether copies of such propa- 
ganda were available and whether steps were being taken by his 


Department or by the East African Governments to counteract this 
propaganda. 

Commander SOUTHBY, replying for the Secretary of State, said that 
certain statements had been broadcast by the Italian radio station and 
the matter had been brought to the notice of the Italian Ambassador. 
Arrangements for the Government of Palestine’s own broadcasting station 
were now almost complete and would be operated in the near future. 

Mr. JANNER asked the Secretary of State for the Colonies, how many 
telephones had been installed in Palestine during the last six months, 
and how many applications for telephones had been awaiting attention 
for periods exceeding three months. 3 

Commander SOUTHBY, replying for the Secretary, said the answer 
to the first part of the question was 1482, and to the second part 1342. 
With a view to relieving the situation, approval had been given for the 
immediate purchase of relief exchange equipment pending the installation 
of the proposed new automatic exchanges. 


A Symphony Orchestra for Palestine 
HUBERMANN’S PLANS 


Bromslaw Hubermann, the famous violinist, hopes to establish 
a first-class symphony orchestra in Palestine, states the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. One of the aims of such an orchestra will 
be to give an opportunity to the many first-class musicians turned out 
of Germany to follow their profession. 

The Palestine Symphony Orchestra will attempt to organise 
large international theatrical and musical festivals in Palestine. 
Classical and modern musical works of a Biblical subject will be 
produced in their natural, historical environment. Apart from the 
economic importance of such festivals for Palestine, it is pointed out 
that they will increase the cultural reputation of the Jewish people 
in the world. 


Financial Prospects 


Even with the enthusiastic support of the. Palestine public, as 
well as direct subsidies from the three large cities in Palestine, and 
from the Government, the annual budget of-sueh-an orchestra, Mr. 
Hubermann points gut, would still show a deficit running into several 
thousand pounds. Two-thurds of this, Mr. Hubermann hopes to be 
able An account for that purpese has already been opened 
with the Anglo-Palestine Bank in Tel-Aviv, under the name of “ The 
Chairman of the Society of Friends of the Palestine Orchestra.” 

it is hoped to start the first season of the orchestra in October, 
1936, and to give twelve regular concerts in Tel-Aviv, ten in Jerusalem, 
eight in Haifa and a certain number of concerts to audiences of 


workers and school children. Special concerts are also planned for 
the Jewish colonies. 


Jewish Immigration in September 


Immigration figures for September show that 5,867 Jews passed 
through the ports of Jaffa and Haifa, which is 1,500 more than in 
August. Together with tourists authorised to remain in the country 
and legal immigrants coming in from other frontiers, the total figure 
for Jewish immigration amounts to 6,000. 

During the first nine months of 1935, the number of new Jewish 


settlers rose to 47,000, which is 5,000-more than the number for the 
whole of 1934. |

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Government's Latest Balance-Sheet 

The Government Balance-sheet to the end of August, 1935 shows 
a surplus of £P5,824,515. The increasingly satisfactory growth of the 
surplus balance has encouraged the Government to increase its 
expenditure. The estimates for the current year (April, 1935—Mar h, 
1936) show a proposed expenditure of £P5,856,440. This sum includes 
£P993,363 for the Palestine railways. 

The budget of the Palestine Government in recent years has been 
about three-and-a-half million pounds. The big rise in the estimates 
is chiefly due to the appropriation of £P 1,002,952 for Extraordinary. 
Public works. 


Land of Israel News Items 

Ture Finnish Government has conferred the Order of the White Rose, 
lst Class. on Saul Tschernichowsky, the well-known Hebrew poet, who 
has translated the Finnish epic poem “ Kalewala’’ into Hebrew. Mr, 
T’schernichowsky was recently entertained as the guest of the Finnish 
Government for about six months in connection with the Kalewala 
celebrations in Helsingfors. 

Depostts have recommenced flowing into Palestinian banks, and tire 
financial position has returned to normal. 

ALL scenes connected with the Italo-Ethiopian War and even cinema 
records of the Geneva sanctions deliberations are not being shown in 
cinemas in Palestine. The Palestine Film Censorship Board has ordered 
the deletion from the news reels of all such scenes. 

SEVEN HUNDRED emigrants left Poland for Palestine this week by 
way of the Rumanian port of Constanza, Another contingent of 400 is 
leaving Poland shortly. 

IMPORTS into Palestine have exceeded the exports by £71,000,000 
during the last twelve years. 

THE number of vessels calling at the Palestine ports has increased 
from 1,224 in the first half of 1934 to 1,470 during the corresponding period 
of 1935. The number and tonnage of boats arriving at Jaffa has decreased 
as compared with last year, while the traffic at Haifa shows a con- 
siderable increase. 

SEVEN hundred dunams of land beyond the Yarkon River have been 
leased by the Government to the municipality of Tel-Aviv for con 
struction of Jewish workers’ dwellings. 


Judge Jacob Teitel in London 
EIGHTY-FIVE-YEAR-OLD PHILANTHROPIST 
[From a Correspondent | 


The patriarch of Jewish philanthropy, Mr. Jacob Teitel, who for & 
long time was the only Jewish judge in Tsarist Russia, is once again in 
London. On the fifteenth 
of this month he will 
celebrate his ecighty-fifth 
birthday, but he is as full 
of energy selfless 
desire to help his home- 
less brethren as ever. 
Since 1921 Mr. Teitel has 
been President of the 
Union of Russian Jews 
‘in Germany, a vast 
philanthropic organisation 
which has given to 
Jewish refugees from 
Russia living in Germany 
every kind of assistance. 
The means of the Union 
were obtained chiefly by 
the efforts of Mr. Teitel 
himself, who  travelied 
throughout Germany, 
England, France, Switzer- 
land, Sweden, Denmark, 
Czechoslovakia, etc., co!- 
lecting funds. In Stock- 
holm his first contributor 
was Prince Charles, 
brother ofthe King of Sweden ; in Prague, Miss Alice Masaryk, daughter 
of the President. 

The Union was dissolved by the German Government in September 
of this year. In consequence the Jewish refugees are in a sore plight, 
there being no organisation in Germany to collect funds for them. Judge 
Teitel has recently founded in Paris a Committee for the assistance of 
Russian Jews in Germany in order to help these helpless people. He 
hopes to have the full sympathy of British Jewry for his latest efforts. 
It is to be hoped that this appeal of the venerable eighty-five-year-old 
philanthropist will not remain unanswered in a practical manner.

ANNUAL MEETING 


Mr. D. GALINSKI, one of the Vice-Presidents, presided over the 
Annual Meeting of subscribers of the Yeshiva Etz Chaim on Sunday 
evening. 

Those present stood, as a mark of respect for the friends of the 
Yeshiva who had passed away during the year, incluljing Mr. A. Blumen- 
thal, Chairman of the Education Committee, and one of the founders of 
the Yeshiva, and Mrs. S. Portugal, Vice-President of the Ladies’ Society. 

Dayan I, ABRAMSKI, who succeeded Mr. Blumenthal as Chairman of 
the Education Committee, spoke of the necessity of an extensive library 
at the Yeshiva. It was now possible, he said, to make a very good start 
in this direction if they accepted the offer of Mrs. Blumenthal to present 
them with the 2,000 volumes of her late husband's collection. It was 
decided to aceept the gift on the terms set out in a letter from the donor, 
providing that she would agree to the alteration of one paragraph. 

The CHAIRMAN submitted the Annual Report, which says in part: 

With London gradaally orenes the centre of Jewish gravity, the Yeshiva 
is destined to play a most vital role in providing a learned‘ Laity and erudite | 
Rabbis, Shochetim and Teachers. During the year, a number of students were 
successful in obtaining posts as Ministers, Shochetim and Teachers, both in 
London and the Provinces. The Yeshiva regrets that it bas not been able to 
increase the number of its students, due, to a large extent, to the limited 
resources at its disposal. The Institution therefore earnestly appeals to the com- 
munity and to other institutions to increase their contributions and donations. 
The Hon. Officers and Committee thank all subscribers and donors, porceety 
the Jewish Memorial Council, Federation of Synagogues, the United Synagogue 
and the Jewish Religious Education Board. ‘Thanks are also expressed to Mr. 
I. Segalov for the redecoration of the building and to Messrs. I. W. Goldberg, 
DD. Galinski and 8. E. Sklan for their services ; to Mrs. Field, the Breakfast and 
Luncheon Committee, the Ladies’ Society ; to THe JEWISH CHRONICLE for its 
support, and to Rabbi Lapian, the teaching staff and Secretary. The Overdraft 
at the Bank still remains at the excessive sum of approximately £3,500 and 
the ae that the Institution will reduce or wipe off this enormous liability has 
up to the present not been realised. 

The CHAIRMAN appealed to past students, who included many who 
had succeeded to good positions as Rabbis, Ministers and Shochetim, to 
rally to the support of the Yeshiva. He suggested the formation of a 
Committee of these past students. 

A prolonged discussion of the problems of attracting pupils, finance, 
repairs and other matters ensued, and became at times very heated and 
unraly. Ultimately the adoption of the Report, seconded by Mr. KESTEN- 
BAUM, was Carried. |

Young Scottish Champion 


Michael Freeman, of Park Road, Glasgow, a former pupil of Hillhead 
High School, has an exceptional record of successes in the athletic arena. 
A CHRONICLE representative 
obtained the following details of 
Freeman's career: In 1930, he won 
the 100, 220 and 440 vards races, 
the 120 hurdles and the long jump, 
with a leap of I7ft. 6ins., in 
the High School Sports and became 
Junior Champion. In the following 
vear, he maintained his form at the 
School Sports by winning the 100 
and 440 yards, the 120 vards 
hurdles, the long jump (18ft. 2ins.) 
and was placed in the 220 yards and 
the high jump.

In_ 1932, 
at the same sports, Freeman was Ist 
in the 100 yards (10 2/5 seconds) 
and captained his school team, which 
won the relay race. He did well 
in 1933, in the Glasgow Police Sports and the Glasgow Transport Sports. 
At the Jewish Lads’ Bngade Camp Sports in 1932 and 1933, he easily won 
the 100, 220 and 440 yards events, the Warrant Officers’ 100 yards, 
captained the winning relay team, and became J.L.B. (Glasgow) 
Battalion Champion. He also won four events in the J.L.B. Camp Sports 
in 1934. In consequence of an injury while playing football, he was unable 
to run last year. He played Rugby football for his school from 1930 to 1933. 
Freeman served for eight vears as a member of the local Compfiny of 
the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and subsequently became a heutenant in the 
Company. He possesses over twenty-six medals and cups and numerous

Jewish Lad'’s Determination 


Jackie Taylor, who arrived in London recently 
from Manchester to seek fame and fortune, is a 
bustling fighter who carries a solid punch in 
either hand. From the age of 14 he fought as an ° 
amateur for two years for the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade of Manchester, whom he also represented 
in the Prince of Wales Shield Contest, and during 
this period he was successiul in all his contests. 
‘Twelve months ago, at the age of 17, he entered 
the ring as a professional in Manchester and won 
his nine bouts.

Lord Beaverbrook, at the season’s opening debate of the Old Boys’ 
Club on Monday, spoke on “Election Issues.” After discussing the 
probable platforms of the National Coalition and the Labour Parties respec- 
tively, Lord Beaverbrook spoke of the League of Nations Covenant which, 
he said, would be uppermost in the minds of men and women. Both 
parties advocated the League of Nations and the Covenant, whereas he, 
Lord Beaverbrook, was in favour of Isolation with a form of 
co-operation existing between the British Empire and the U.S.A. In 
the course of his further remarks, he said that he believed in high 
wages as the important path to economic prosperity, and that Italy did 
not mean to challenge the British Empire. Although the speaker's 
sympathies were with Abyssinia, the Italians had, he thought, a definite 
case. He believed, he said, in adequate armaments, and failure to be in 
a position to defy Germany would bring war. 

The hall was filled to capacity by an andience which seemed thoroughly 
appreciative of the very interesting manner in which Lord Beaverbrook 
treated his subject.

Urgent Needs of Jewish Youth 


From Mr. DOUGLAS SCHONFIELD 
To the Editor of Tae Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sir,—‘‘Watchman’’ deserves our congratulations and thanks for his 
splendid article contained in last week’s issue of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 
entitled ‘“Jews and their Cnitics.’’ His plea to the Community to pay 
more attention to the adolescent youth of our people is one of vital 
importance and quite impossible to overstress. This matter, to my mind, 
is far and away the most far-reaching and important of any in our 
communal life, and would it were possible that the columns of THe JEwtsn 
CHRONICLE week after week were devoted to hammernng home in all 
its various aspects the just and rightful claims of youth, upon the interest 
and service of every one of us. 

This would help dispel the appalling apathy and ignorance that 
many of our people display in regard to their duty, in the interests of 
our Community, towards the boys and girls who have left school and are 
now entering upon the most critical pernod of their lives, and who in a 
few years’ time will be the leaders of Anglo-Jewry, and the representatives 
of England’s Jews. 

After a number of years as a Manager of the Stepney Jewish Lads’ 
Club, I was recently asked if I would take over the new Boys’ Club at 
Stamford Hill and help put it on its feet. I went, knowing neither the 
district nor the local Community, and I have been astounded at the 
general apathy and lack of interest that have been shown. 

This Boys’ Club, which in nine months has grown from a membership 
of 10 to 200, which is still increasing rapidly, and which Viscount 
Bearsted has considered of such importance that he has honoured it by 
becoming its President, has, with the exception of one or two men of 
vision and understanding, been left to fend entirely for itself. And what 
wonderful work it has already done for the Youth of North London! 

The Club is now issuing an appeal to the whole Community, let 
us’ hope it receives the support it deserves.

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URGENT NEEDS OF JEWISH YOUTH.—Continued from previous page) 


Unfortunately, it does seem to be a fact that, generally speaking, 
the more wealthy members of the Community are not nearly of the same 
calibre, and lack the foresight and vision, of those grand old Jewish 
families of a past generation, who so thoroughly understood their duty 
towards the young people, and who were solely responsible for bringing 
into existence so many of the fine institutions we have, to-day. 

We suffer from the growth of the Dance and Social Club craze. These 
spring up like the proverbial mushroom and fade almost as soon, and 
bring neither refinement, dignity, culture nor character to the rising 
generation. 

We also suffer from the supreme selfishness—or is it just lack of 
thought ’—of a certain type of Jewish employer, who, through the hours 
he keeps his youthful employees, allows them no time for creative and 
productive leisure. | 

Certain ‘homes, too, are not conducive to furnishing the Community 
with the right: ‘‘breed.”” In many, scholarship and the continual urge 
for material advancement and progress form so all-pervading an atmosphere 
that, it is tobe feared, bodily development, character building, integrity, 
honour and lovalty are given a very secondary consideration. I have 
been shocked on many occasions to note the lack of leisure hours that 
certain types of parents allow their children. 

‘‘Watchiman’’ asks for more Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs and the filling of 
those already in existence. Would that the Community take his 
words to heart! <A Jewish employer only said to me last week that he 
could always tell a lad who had been through a Boys’ Club, he had a 
certain refined stamp about him, and possessed a deeper sense of loyalty 
and honour. 

On one point only do I disagree with ‘“‘Watchman’; on his 
suggestion for what he termed a “‘Compamonship of Honour, with a 
Jewish Baden Powell at the head, and a distinguishable and appropriate 
badge for its members. I can see no useful purpose in combining all the 
adolescent movements in anv one such organisation. On the contrary, 
I see danger. Far rather should I like to fee! that the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Clubs, the Jewish Scout Troops “and so on were all taking a full and 
proper share in the affairs of their respective national organisations in 
the country, and bringing mutual friendship, respect. and understanding 
with their non-Jewish companions. And the only common badge I should 
wart them to wear is one that may stamp them throughout life: the 
badge of refinement, dignity, lovaltvy and honour 

‘We have the organisations which are stamping thus badge on the 
rising generation. All that is required is a fuller understanding and 
better support by the Community.

The Colonies and Peace 


PROFESSOR N. BENTWICH ON THE MANDATE SYSTEM 

At a conference arranged by the National Peace Council, with the 
object of considering the relations of colomal problems to the general 
question of the peace of the world, held at Livingston Hall, Westminster, 
Professor Norman Bentwich, of Jerusalem University, speaking on the 
Mandate System, said there was a special appropriateness in the extension 
of the Mandate Principle to the Crown Colonies, because it had been the 
boast of Great Brtain that we held our colomes as trustees for the 
nations. The Mandatory System was therefore in conformity with the 
general principles of the British Colonial Empire, and we should be willing 
to give the lead voluntanly to its extension to our colonies. The change 
would not mean that we handed over our colomies to other countries, but 
that we accepted international supervision and that we should apply again 
the practice of the open door and equal economic opportunity in the 
colonies for persons of all States Members of the League, which was the 
basis of our fiscal policy previously. We should have to abandon the 
system of Imperial Preference in our colonies; that preference, which 
meant the closing or reducing of the market in our colonies to the trade 
of foreign countries, was one of the real causes of the present trouble.

Business activity on the Stock Exchange is less pronounced. To 
some extent this is due to the General Election to take place on 
November 14th, although in the City the re-election of the Government 
is more or less taken for granted. British Funds, and other high-class 
securities, are not fully maintained as the large financial houses do 
not appear to be supporting the market at the moment. Taken as a 
whole the industrial section is very steady.

satisfactory, they could look forward to a still further improvement. It was

A SCHEME TO ENLARGE ITS SCOPE 
[From our Correspondent | 


The recommendation that the Society widen the scope of its 
activities to include a Boot and Clothing Fund for poor children (as 
recently reported in Tae Jew1sn CHRONICLE) was unanimously agreed 
to at the monthly meeting held on Sunday evening at Levi House, 
Carnarvon Street, Cheetham. Mr. H. Beenstock presided. Mr. B. 
Sykes, in introducing the scheme, which originally included the 
clothing fund and a fund for sending poor children to holiday camps, 
said that they had discovered, in the course of their ordinary work, 
the tremendous number of poor Jewish children who suffered, 
especially in the winter, from lack of adequate clothing. The Talmud 
Torah had its own fund for its own children, and there were one or 
two other sources of aid in that direction, but the Benevolent Society 
would take every step to avoid overlapping those institutions. Mr. 
Beenstock and Mr. Eli Fox said that they had every hope that the 
Jewish Community would support their new endeavour. It was 
decided, on an amendment by Mr. M. Fireman, seconded by Mr. M. 
Kravitz, to initiate only the Boot and Clothing Fund. Those who

Mr. Phil. Weisberg, Hon. Secretary and Chairman of the Ball

LAYING OF FOUNDATION STONES

There was a large gathering at the ceremony of the laying of the 
foundation stones of the new Institute and Communal Centre, which 
is now being built to replace the former Institute, which had 
The site of the new 
Institute is in the Chapelgpwn district. The foundation stones were 
laid by Sir Montague Burton, J.P., Alderman H. Morris, J.P., Messrs. 
Moses Myers (Harrogate), Maurice Stross and I. Goldman. The con- 
secration Service was conducted by the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson. Mr. 
Herbert M. Adler, Director of Jewish Education, was among those 
present. 

At the conclusion of the Service, a reception was held at Brandsby 
Lodge. Alderman Morris, who presided, said that that function was 
& umque one, inasmuch as close upon forty years had elapsed since a 
similar event had been held in the local Community. He felt impelled 
to say that whilst many had materially assisted their efforts on behalf 
of the new building, there were several important members of the 
Community who had held back. He paid a special tribute to the active 
part played by Mr. Maurice Stross, Chairman of the Institute, and 
Mr. I. Goldman, the Treasurer. Alderman Morris said that the project 
on which they were now engaged should not be regarded as something 
for themselves, but rather as a prized possession for the generations 
of Jewry to come. The Institute would not merely serve the social 
and educational purposes of their younger members, but would also be 
a rallying centre for local Jewry generally. 

Mr. 8. Wolfson said that he could well remember the time when 
the Leeds Community was very much smaller and played a far less 
significant part than was the case to-day. Whilst the financial burden 
in connection: with the erection of the new Institute seemed great, 
he was convinced that the necessary financial support would be 
readily forthcoming. 

Mr. A. M. Hurwitz said that there never was a time when Jewry 
needed an Institute and a Communal Centre more than to-day. Jewish 
people should strengthen their position by meeting one anether upon 
common ground and thus concentrating their forces. 

Mr. Moses Myers (of Harrogate) thought that there was no reason 
for being pessimistic about the support which would be given by the 
members. He had the greatest confidence in, and respect for, the 
younger generation of Leeds Jewry, and he was sure that they would 
do their duty when called upon. 

Sir Montague Burton, J.P., said that noble buildings inspired noble 
efforts. He recounted reminiscences of his recent visits to various 
Jewish centres in the United States. There was, in these times, he 
said, a very notable but unfortunate tendency to ignore spiritual 
values.

“An Examination of Liberal Judaism” 


ADDRESS BY THE REV. DR. A. COHEN 
{From our Correspondent | 


_ The Communal Hall was packed last Sunday evening, the occasion 
being the Opening Meeting of the Jewish Literary Association. Mr. 
I. Short, the Chairman, who presided, welcomed the members of other 
societies attending officially for the first time, by arrangement with 
the Joint Council of Birmingham Jewish Societies; 

The Rev. Dr. Cohen delivered an. address upon the subject “An 
Examination of Liberal Judaism.” He pointed out that he had never 
attacked a system of thought with which he did not agree, but it 
would be inconsistent with his duty as the spiritual guide of the Com- 
munity if he did not show what Liberal Judaism was in reality, so 
that members could hear both sides of the question before discarding 
the religion of their forefathers. He contended that Liberal Judaism 
was not merely a different form of the Jewish religion, but a different 
religion entirely. Nowhere could one find any dogmatic creed which 
was accepted by all adherents of Liberal Judaism, so that in point 
of fact there were as many varieties of Liberal Judaism as there were 
Liberal Jews. As Dr. C. G. Montefiore was the founder of the Move- 
‘nent in London, under whose auspices the Liberal Synagogue in 
Birmingham had been established, the lecturer examined Dr. 
Montefiore’s own history, to prove that his new religion had emanated 
from sources definitely reform, and that his theology was based upon 
a favourite Christian interpretation of the Bible, which accepted the 


The sum of £245 was raised as a result - 


sublime teachings of the prophets, whilst rejecting the ceremomial and 
ritual of the Pentateuch. 

There was ample reason for stating that Liberal Judaism was not 
Judaism at all, added Dr. Cohen. Not the least of the many reasons 
he adduced to prove that, was the non-belief of Liberal Jews in two 
of orthodoxy’s cardinal and traditional observances, namely: The 
Dietary Laws and Circumcision. Dr. Cohen challenged Dr. Montefiore 
or any of his supporters to name a single observance of orthodoxy 
which one branch of Liberal Judaism might respect and another 
branch did not overthrow. Accordingly, it was difficult to know just 
what Liberal Judaism really was. It had no definite creed, but left 
its followers to choose for themselves. It had been asserted that he 
(Dr. Cohen) was too intolerant towards Liberal Judaism. The fact 
was that, like most Jews, who had so much experience themselves of 
intolerance in others, he was tolerant enough to all other faiths, and 
respected anyone who professed Christianity, Mohammedanism or 
Buddhism. But none of those religions professed to be a form of 
Judaism, and that was the false assertion made by Liberal Judaism 
which he and all leaders of orthodoxy were bound to reject. Liberal 
Judaism, as onginated by Dr. Montefiore, was nothing more or less 
than an attempt to form a universal religion acceptable to Jew and 
non-Jew alike. It was an exact analogy of what had happened nine- 
teen centurics ago, when, but for Paul of Tarsus, Christianity would 
have disappeared altogether. Dr. Montefiore visualised himself as the 
modern Paul, transforming Judaism, which he called a “Creed in a 
Corner,’ into a universal religion. The barriers separating Jew from 
non-Jew were too wide; therefore they had to be broken down, though 
for “reasons of expediency’ (vide his own words from the text book 
of Liberal Judaism) the nte of Circumcision and the use of the Sefer 
Torah may be retained for the present. In short, continued Dr. Cohen, 
Liberal Judaism was a compromise with Christianity by means of 
addition and subtraction, adding Christian teachings such as were 
contained in the New Testament, and doing away with actual Jewish 
rites, observances and teachings. The teachings of Jesus, concluded 
Dr. Cohen, would never have any place in any religion which professed 
itself to be in any respect, Jewish. It had got on very well without 
it. And if sections of any Community were going to adopt Liberal 
Judaism, they must not expect to be looked upon, nor could they 
continue to describe themselves, as Jews. : 

Following a discussion in which many participated, Mr. S. P. 
Abrahams moved a vote of thanks to the lecturer, which was seconded 
by Mr. M. 8. Harris and supported by Mr. E. P. Hollander, J.P. Dr. 
Cohen replied. The Secretary reported that thirty new members had 
been elected to the Association.

Chief Rabbi's Pastoral Visit

Last week, the Chief Rabbi paid a pastoral visit to Northern 
Ireland. He was welcomed on arrival in Belfast (accompamed by his 
daughter, Miss J. Hertz) by Rabbi J. Shachter, Mr. H. M. Miller, 
President of the Belfast Hebrew Congregation, Mr. B. H. Hurwitz (Vice- 
President) and A. Coppell (Treasurer). An early visitor to call upon 
the Chief Rabbi, to extend a welcome on behalf of the clergy and 
laity of the Church of Ireland, was the Lord Bishop of Down and 
Connor and Dromore, the Rt. Rev. Dr. J. F. MeNieee, whilst an 
official welcome on behalf of the citizens was accorded Dr. Hertz at 
the City Hall, by the Rt. Hon. the Lord Mayor, Senator Sir Crawford 
M’Cullagh, Bart. Interviews with the heads of all Jewish institutions, 
an address to the children at the Beth Hasepher, whom he examined, 
were other features of the Chief Rabbi's many duties. He was present 
at crowded Services in the Synagogue on Friday evening and Saturday 
morning, when he delivered an address. 

In honour of the visit of the Chief Rabbi, a reception was given 
by Mr. H. M. Miller, President of the Congregation, and was attended 
by over 300 people. In the course of an address, Dr. Hertz appealed 
to local Jewry to associate themselves and respond liberally to the 
Jewish National King George Jubilee Forest, and Mr. Miller assured 
the Clnef Rabbi that Belfast would play its part. A vote of thanks to 
Dr. Hertz was proposed by Rabbi J. Shachter and seconded by Mr. 
B. H. Hurwitz. A similar compliment was paid to the President on 
the proposition of the Chief Rabbi. 

Perhaps the most notable event of the visit was the public 
lecture given by Dr, Hertz in the Ulster Hall, the largest of its kind in 
Northern Ireland, which seats 2,500 people. Many were unable to 
gain admission. Professor R. Henry, of Queen’s University, presided, 
and welcomed the Chief Rabbi. In the vast audience were Mr. J. H. 
Robb, K.C., the Northern Ireland Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Education, Sir William Allen, the Head of the Royal Black 
Chapter, Professor Davey, of the Presbyterian College, Professor 
Llubera, of Queen’s University, Major Hall Thompson and represen- 
tatives of the City Council and public bodies. The Chief Rabbi 
lectured on “The Bible as a Book.” Mr. Robb moved a vote of thanks 
to Dr. Hertz, which was seconded by Mr. B. J. Fox. The Chairman 
was thanked by Rabbi Shachter. | 

On Monday, the Chief Rabbi, who was accompanied by Mr. H. M. 
Miller and Miss Hertz, was received at Government House by His 
Grace the Governor of Northern Ireland, the Duke of Abercorn, and 
the Duchess of Abercorn. Later in the day, he had an interview with 
the Minister of Home Affairs for Northern Ireland, the Rt. Hon. Sir 
Dawson Bates.

“Refused to Buy from Jews” 


NEW TRIAL GRANTED 


An application for a new trial was made in connection with the 
case of Steinfeld and Bridgeman (reported in our last week’s issue under 
the heading ‘“‘Refused to Buy from Jews’’) at the Clerkenwell County 
Court on Tuesday, before His Honour Judge Earingay, K.C. 

Mr. A. L. Philips, the plaintiffs’ solicitor, in making the application 
stated that there were a number of grounds upon which he contended 
the trial before the Registar was unsatisfactory. The defence pleaded 
had been one of misrepresentation, and there was no evidence before 
the Court to prove, even if a representation had been made, 
that it was untrue. The only evidence was that of the defendant, and, 
when asked how she knew that the plaintiffs’ traveller had made an 
incorrect statement, she replied: ‘‘I made enquiries from a traveller, 
and I refuse to give his name.’’ He further contended that the 
Registrar’s decision that the word ‘‘British’’ meant ‘‘non-Jewish’’ was 
a proposition which could not be supported in law. If the defendant 
attached a special meaning to the word ‘‘British’’ by precluding British- 
born Jews, then she must make this known to any person against who: 
she puts forward such a plea. 

After the defendant’s solicitor had addressed him, the Judge indi- 
cated that he did not wish to hear Mr. Philips in reply, and granted 
a new trial. He stated that he did so on the grounds that, so far as 
he could see, there was no evidence, except pure hearsay, as to the 
breach of condition or the misrepresentation alleged. He made it quite 
clear that, as he would have to try the case himself, he did not wish to 
pre-judge it, nor reach any decision upon the questions of nationality or 
religion, but particularly refrained from any comment upon this aspect 
of the matter, as he did not wish it to be thought that Jews should 
be shut out from obtaining the justice which they.always got in that 


Court. 


The costs of the former trial and of the application were reserved. 

After the Judge had given his decision, the defendant’s solicitor 
referred to the fact that his client had received anonymous letters from 
Various persons concerning the case, and he felt that he ought to 
mention this fact to the Judge, but pointed out that he did not suggest 
that the plaintifis were in any way concerned. His Honour’s comment 
was that anonymous letters, being from persons who did not have the 
courage to write their names, were not worth the paper upon which they 
were written.

THE INCOMPARABLE J. J. BERNARD 


latest play by Jean-Jacques Bernard, National 6.” whic}, 
is being presented by the Gate Theatre Studio, confirms without doulb: 
that its author ts the most outstanding dramatic writer of to-day whos: 
works have been presented to English audiences. He alone can take 
his place on a level with Chehov, and can be seriously compared wit}, 
Ibsen. I have, however, one serious complaint against M. Bernard : 
after seeing his work it is hard to offer gencrous justice to the every- 
day commercial productions winch stream through the London 
theatres, “in bloodless pomp arrayed, the pasteboard triumph and the 
cavalcade.” 

This latest play of Bernard’s takes as its theme the emotions of a 
couple of insignificant French provincials, father and daughter. But what 
tremendous significance does the author reveal in the feelings of these 
two! ~They are a hopelessly unpractical couple and one feels that but 
for the very practical mother they would have succumbed long ago. But 
again we know that the mother has been. an all-important conditioning 
factor in their lives, just as we know that had they been different their 
accidental visitors, a novelist and his artist son, would never have 
allowed their car accident to result in a fortnight’s stay with these people. 
Inevitability, as always with the highest drama, ratses to a mighty power 
the little events we are shown. A loose stone in the road ts perhaps the most 
trifling of objects, vet it is at the same time a chip of granite, a record 
of some mighty cosmic disturbance, product and witness of forces beyond 
the measurement of man, a monument in tiny of the earth’s travail and 
of tremendous happenings upon which possibly the existence of the 
human species once depended in the endless chain of tume. Thus does 
M. Bernard reflect through his trifling subjects the greatness of a mystery 
which we allude to as life and dismiss as beyond rational comprehension 

something which only the artist can bring forth with the gemus of 
revelation. 

The very simplicity and directness of M. Bernard’s art defies 
analysis. How, we wonder, can he, by a simple, perfectly natural, 
remark placed in the mouth of a perfectly ordinary woman, send our 
minds spinning away into depths of understanding, of emotional con- 
tact with ‘‘the shining and nameless thing,”’ as Eunpides calls it, which 
we dimly feel is the vague unity which the ancient mystics sought to 
approach? How can he make us conscious of the various simultaneous 
emotional states of three or four characters, building a dramatic harmony 
of the consequent tension, as different from the ordinary playwright's 
craft as a melody on a one-stringed fiddle is from a Beethoven symphony. 

Of course, it must be borne in mind that Bernard may not be 
appreciated by all. He demands a certain sensitiveness, and to the brain 
of ease-hardened coarseness his work must appear very much lke 
Wordsworth’s “‘prumrose by the river’s brim.’’. The, present production 
shows Jill Furse, a new player, to be an actress of exceptionally high 
promise, while L. Leshe Firth, to whom go the honours for translation, 
Marjorie Gabain, Kynaston Reeves and Hubert Gregg all do extremely 
well. No-person with any pretensions to dramatic appreciation, no one 
who wishes really to appreciate the stage as an unquestioned artistic 
medium, and no person to whom artistic experience is the most precious 
gift of God should fail to seme an opportunity to see National 6— 
providing always, as the lawyers say, the qualifications above mentioned 
are observed. It is a play that reeks of immortality. 


Charming Barrie Revival 


“ ADMIRABLE CRICHTON” AT THE EMBASSY 


Although the era when domestic servants and their employers in 
the higher social strata were separated by a gulf as wide as a variation 
of species, is long gone past; though one may question from personal 
memory whether that fanatical degree of caste distinction was ever 
common outside the minds of snobby little novelists of the Victorian 
age, still Barrie's dehghtful comedy about the inversion of the classes 
when an Earl and his family and servants are wrecked on a desert 
island remains wonderfully fresh and charming. 


The present revival at the Embassy is dressed in modern clothes, 
which make the exaggerated class consciousness the more exotic in appear- 
ance-—quite to the benefit of the play. For the play is a playful toying 
with an idea, done with all the light grace of one who knows just how 
to pursue a notion to its most attractive implications, while avoiding the 
tedious restrictions of probability. In its graceful handling of the dreary 
adage, ‘‘circumstances alter cases,’’ and in its gentle ridicule of the 
theory of intrinsic superiority, it is still a glorious recreation, and the 
cast assembled at the Embassy is quite brilliant. Gyles Isham surmounts 
the difficulty of the butler’s superhuman qufilities with an easy grace, 
and he never forgets that he is playing a Barrie idea rather than a 
man. Nancy Hornsby employs a delicate unreality to present the hot- 
house spoilt child of an aristocratic family, and Russell Thorndyke gives a 
richly humorous version of the ecceritfic old earl. Rene Ray makes of Tweeny 
an object of sheer delight. Whether she is shuffling awkwardly in the 
drawing room with a smudge on her face and an irresistible impulse 
to be for ever wiping her grimy hands on her skirt, or in ha pier circum- 
stances revelling in the primitive surroundings into which m4 of all the 


" party, most naturally fits, and showing us how much prettiness can lie 


concealed beneath a grubby little cockney girl’s exterior, she is always 
vitally alive and provocative. 

_Not the least enjoyment in this particular Barrie piece is that, with 
all its toy-like unreality, it starts the mind on a dozen tracks of thought, 
throws out allurements for rumination, and sets the mental stage for 
many a pleasant excursion into that carefree wonderland that seems 
always in the neighbourhood of the mind of its author. 


“King at Arms” 


A FANTASY ON MONARCHISM 


Mr. Evan John’s entertaining comedy, “ King at Arms,” which 
has been given two performances at the Arts Theatre Club, is a lively 


attempt to discuss the problem of monarchy versus republic, 
whimsically placed in the year 2008. 


_. An author who indulges in Mr. H. G. Wells’ favourite sport of diving 
into the future soon discovers the apparent paradox that prophecy dates 
much more rapidly than history. is is explainable of course by the 
fact that we foretell about subjects, questions, topics and tendencies 
that are front-page news at the time of prognostication, but more defunct 

Queen Anne long before our prophecy can be justified by the 
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event. Allowing for this, Mr, John has still every reason to feel proud 
of his little experiment in time. He takes us to Buckingham Palace in 
the reign of King Charles IV. or rather during the inter-regnum, for the 
republicans have seized power, and only alter Alan Napier, as the grace- 
ful monarch, has shown ingenuity bencath an outward indolence, and 
yvenius disguised by an exterior both innocent and bland, to a degree 
that would rival the famous Scarlet Pimpernel in sunmilar circumstar ces 
of monarchical eclipse, do we see the republicans neatly worsted by a 
process involving naval mutiny and mulitary disaffection. When the 
king is safely rid of his enermes we begin to wonder why, if he could win 
the struggle so simply, he ever allowed these simple Zealots to oust him. 
Mr. Namer never seemed to have any doubt about ig Charles’ ultimate 
cuecess or about his kingly quality of being both plfysically and mentally 
head and shoulders above the people round him, which rather reduced the 
excitement. Eugene Leahy gave an wnopressive picture of a dour old 
republican, though the character was much more real than the relentless 
hater he was self-describec as. Gilbert Davis was amusing as a dvyed-in- 
the-red Clydesider, and Nan Munro overacted with much humour as a 
lady of quality. Mr. Evan, in his producing, started off with an attractive 
impressionism, and it was only a pity that he did not emphasisé this 
artificial atmosphere all along. It would have been an effective setting 
for the thoughtful speeches on the question of government, for it would 
have frankly detached circumstances from any attempt at reality and 
allowed the mind to concentrate oF the interesting argument.

B.B.C..s Mixed Grill 


THE THREE “B's” AND BERG 


The B.B.C. Symphony Orchestra began its season of concerts last 
Wednesday evening with a programme which can only be likened to 
one of those incongruous mixtures one finds in certain types of 
sandwiches these days. Interposed between a “Sinfonia” by Bach 
and Beethoven's violin concerto in D, came “Three pieces from the 
Lyne Suite arranged for Orchestra,” the composer in this case being 
Alban Berg. It was only a brief digression, and, fortunately, it did 
not seem to make the orchestra want to “modernise” either the 
Beethoven. concerto or Brahms’ First Symphony, which came after 
the interval. But one wonders whether the programme builders 
responsible for this particular concert stopped to consider what the 
effect must be on the audience of Berg’s work, taken in relation to 
Bach, Beethoven and Brahms. For, whatever it originally sounded 
like as a string quartet, the Lyric Suite in its present form is neither 
lyneal nor is 1t music in the sense in which we think of Bach, Beet- 
hoven and Brahms’ work as music. In fact, its chief purpose would 
appear to be as material for the “effects” department of the B.B.C. 
itself, and its violent unsettlement of the receptive mood in which 
one can hsten to B., B. and B. made it quite unfitted to be 
associated with the other works. The orchestra, under Adrian 
Boult, was well in its stride from the beginning of the programme, and, 
in collaboration with Carl Flesch, it produced a version of the 
violin concerto which was as good as any I have heard. Passing over 
Flesch’s over-careful playing of passages which might (or might not) 
present difficuties, his was a performance unusually clean and fine, 
and it thoroughly justified the audience's appreciation. The perfection 
of the first movement was surprisingly marred by a cadenza which 
was as fatuous as it was boring. 


“Age Shall Not Weary... ” 


It is idle for me to speculate on the kind of performance Moriz 
Rosenthal could have given in the heyday of his youth, for he is 
seventy-three, and I barely half that. But either his powers are 
remarkable for their undimmed quality, or else he must have been 
even more outstanding an artist than one can well realise. For in 
his recital the other afternoon, he played as exacting a programme 
as one could wish, and played with such technical perfection and 
intense artistic perception that one had to marvel. Beethoven's 
third sonata in opus 31 he treated almost flippantly, with such superb 
ease and mastery did he play it. In Schubert's “Wanderer Fantasia,” 
too, he revealed that easy surmounting of difficulties and thorough 
appheation to evoking the heart of the music that are the mark of 
the master. But it was in his Chopin group that Rosenthal most 
justified his inclusion in a “Master Pianoforte Recital” series. Here 
were the grace and elegance, the stormy chaos and violent emotion 
of the Polish Chopin, and withal the fiery heart of the man, laid bare 
so feelingly and poetically that one could merely listen and enjoy, 
without thought of criticism. 


Filling a Musical Gap 


_ The position of the Boyd Neel String Orchestra seems to be 
fairly well assured now, and it is good that its permanency is not 
likely to be in question, for it fills a gap in London musical life, not 
only by its nature as a string orchestra, but also by reason of the 
work it performs at its concerts. Thus, on Thursday evening we 
were treated to a lively rendering of works by Handel, Mozart, Elgar, 
Shostakhovich, Suk and Bach, the majority of which are only rarely 
to be heard, or else when they are performed are given in some 
modern arrangement which does violence to the spirit of the piece. 
Under Boyd Neel, the orchestra does not suffer from the usual weak- 
ness of such ensembles: there is no lack of virility, and, indeed, 
criticism must be made from quite the contrary angle, that 
occasionally the desire to impart liveliness leads to a certain amount 
of breathlessness. The tone of the ensemble is excellent, especially in 
the lower register; the strings tended to whine and scratch a little 
on snatched high notes. However, they work together with a 
will, so that altogether one is assured of an evening’s thoroughly 
pre and interesting entertainment whenever they are giving a 
concert,

An Improved Cinema Screen 


A new type of cinema screen—the Bulman Stereotone Glass Screen 
~—has lately been put on the market, and is generally regarded as a 
distinct advance on existing apparatus. It was demonstrated last week 
at the Polytechnic Theatre and gave a definitely sharper outline to the 
picture than one is accustomed to, at the same time requiring much less 
eandie-power for projection. <A definite advantage is that no glare or 
blurring of outhne is experrenced from seats in the front and sides of 
the theatre. 

This is due to a subduing of the light rays by means of a tinting 
process, and also to the even distribution of light effected by the con- 
struction of the screen, the surface of which is covered with minute glass 
globules—each a perfect hemisphere in shape—which throw back the 
hght in all directions.
